Master's  Address 


As  we  assemble  in  this  sixty-ninth  annual  session  of  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Grange,  we  are  confronted  with  many  problems  that  have  developed 
in  this  rapidly  changing  world.  We  are  face  to  face  with  many  perplexing 
conditions  in  our  economic  and  social  life.  The  sense  of  security  and 
permanency  that  pervaded  our  land  in  the  past  is  giving  way  to  doubt 
and    uncertainty. 

This  confused  state  of  mind  is  nothing  new  in  the  world.  The  progress 
of  civilization  has  always  been  retarded  by  the  periodic  development  of 
self-centered  interests.  We  seem  to  be  heading  into  a  world  wide  storm 
of  destruction  that  may  leave  little  in  its  wake  but  misery  and  poverty. 

The  great  cycles  in  world  development  and  civilization  as  recorded 
in  history  seem  to  have  been  inevitable  and  uncontrollable.  Perhaps  the 
very  distressing  cycle  of  world  destruction  that  is  now  taking  place  is 
of  similar  origin  and  of  equally  uncontrollable  destiny. 

Each  great  event  in  the  world's  history  has  always  had  its  definite 
effect  upon  succeeding  events  and  generations.  The  world  is  a  stage  of 
action  upon  which  the  actors  of  earth  perform.  As  we  look  back  upon  this 
stage  of  the  ages,  we  see  men  and  women  of  both  high  and  low  estate,  saints 
and  sages,  preachers  and  poets,  martyrs  and  murderers,  conquerors  and 
dictators  all  playing  a  leading  role  for  a  short  while.  It  is  not  strange 
that  we  of  this  generation  in  this  free  Christian  land  where  the  spires 
of  the  temples  of  the  one  true  and  living  God  point  to  the  heavens 
should  have  felt  secure  in  our  belief  that  no  murderer  or  dictator  would 
or  could  ever  again  play  a  leading  part  as  in  the  pagan  days.  Yes,  we 
have  felt  secure  in  a  world  of  advanced  science,  art  and  education.  We 
have  felt  doubly  secure  in  a  world  where  the  mysteries  of  the  ages  have 
been  divulged  and  are  taught  to  all  who  are  willing  to  learn.  We  in  this 
land  of  opportunity,  having  full  knowledge  of  the  destruction  of  the 
temples  of  the  pagan  gods  and  knowing  that  their  glory  has  crumbled 
to  decay,  have  felt  secure  in  the  right  triumphing  over  night.  We  have 
felt  secure  in  what  we  regarded  as  a  highly  civilized  world.  We  had  hoped 
to  see  the  day  when  the  Golden  Rule  would  bind  the  world  in  love  and 


honor.  We  are  now  disillusioned  and  fully  realize  that  a  great  struggle 
lies  ahead.  We  are  not  disheartened.  We  have  faith  in  the  future.  We 
know  the  right  will  win. 

History  is  replete  with  evidence  that  whatsoever  is  sown  shall  be  also 
reaped.  Our  forefathers  sowed  wisely.  They  sowed  the  seed  of  liberty, 
of  independence,  of  virtue,  of  honor,  of  frugality  and  for  a  century  and 
a  half,  we  in  America,  have  been  reaping  a  most  bountiful  harvest  of 
all  these  good  things;  but  we  must  not  forget  that  we  cannot  reap 
unless  we  continue  to  sow.  We  must  also  remember  that  whatsoever 
we  sow  we  shall  reap.  We  must  continue  to  sow  the  seed  of  pure  and 
unadulterated  American  Liberty  if  we  are  to  continue  to  reap  the  copious 
harvest  of  freedom  bequeathed  to  us  by  our  fathers  and  the  founders  of 
this  republic. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  single  service  the  Grange  can  render  is,  to 
sow  this  seed  at  this  time  when  the  dictatorial  heel  of  oppression  threatens 
to  crush  the  principles  of  liberty  and  freedom  that  have  so  richly  blessed 
the  world.  This  thought  was  deeply  impressed  upon  the  minds  of  those 
patrons  attending  the  National  Grange  session  who  visited  some  of  the 
Shrines  of  American  Independence  and  Freedom. 

As  we  stood  upon  the  field  at  Lexington  where  the  embattled  farmers 
fired  the  shot  that  was  heard  around  the  world  and  as  we  walked  the 
road  where  Paul  Revere  made  his  famous  ride,  our  faith  was  again  re- 
vived in  the  potential  possibilities  of  those  who  are  fighting  for  the  con- 
tinuation of  freedom  and  liberty. 

Adequate    Defense 

We  favor  efficient  and  adequate  National  Defense  and  we  re-iterate 
our  statement  made  a  year  ago;  that  "while  we  are  preparing  for  out- 
ward defense,  we  must  ever  be  alert  to  the  danger  within". 

We  believe  that  any  program  of  scarcity  in  agriculture,  in  labor  or 
in  industry  at  this  time  will  weaken  our  National  Defense  and  aid  the 
enemies  of  justice,  liberty  and  freedom.  The  Grange  has  always  favored 
the  philosophy  of  abundant  production  in  agriculture,  in  labor,  and  in 
industry  with  a  relatively  higher  standard  of  living  for  all  our  American 
people.  This  philosophy  of  abundant  production  is  as  old  and  sound  in 
principles  as   is  the   Grange  itself. 

The  slogan  "Food  will  win  the  war  and  write  the  peace"  has  been 
accepted  generally  and  when  a  few  weeks  ago  our  National  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  called  for  increased  production  of  milk,  meat  and  poultry 
products  for  defense,  he  was  following  the  sound  principle  of  strength  in 
an  abundance. 

No  nation  or  people  in  the  history  of  the  world  has  ever  prospered  in 
practicing  the  philosophy  of  scarcity  in  agriculture,  in  labor  or  in  in- 
dustry. Our  great  American  progress,  the  pride  of  the  world,  was  not 
wrought  by  idle  factories,  idle  men  or  idle  acres.  The  outstanding 
achievement  of  the  American  people  in  procuring  the  world's  highest 
standard  of  living  was  attained  by  work,  frugality  and  independence. 

Condition  of  the  Order 

After  seventy-five  years  of  service,  the  grange  continues  to  be  the 
Nation's  most  potential  farm  organization  in  securing  a  just  recognition 
for  agriculture.     This  is  true  in  the  state,  as  well  as  in  the  nation  and 
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the    Grange    in    Pennsylvania   continues    to    lead   in   the   coordination   and 
crystalization  of  agricultural  thought  and  action  in  our  State. 

The  Grange  has  always  taken  pride  in  having  a  virile  and  active  mem- 
bership and  in  promoting  community  enterprise  and  wherever  this  is  true, 
we  find  our  niem})ership  is  maintained  or  increased.  In  other  instances, 
we  have  the  problem  of  the  weak  grange  and  loss  in  membership.  This  is 
usually  due  to  local  conditions  and  requires  local  study. 

The  greatest  problem  facing  our  Grange  leaders  at  this  critical  time 
when  so  many  of  our  young  rural  people  are  leaving  our  farms  to  enter 
training  camps  or  to  engage  in  industrial  defense  labor  at  a  wage  that 
agriculture  cannot  pay  is  the  weak  Grange.  It  is  our  sincere  hope  that 
every  deputy,  master,  officer  and  Grange  leader  in  Pennsylvania  will 
assume  the  full  responsibility  of  this  task  and  embrace  the  opportunity 
to  render  a  distinct  service  in  building  the  membership  of  our  Order. 


Agriculture 

Since  the  beginning  of  man  Agriculture  has  existed.  There  is .  no 
occupation  that  precedes  it.  Before  literature  existed  and  before  Govern- 
ments were  known,  Agriculture  was  the  calling  of  man;  thus  in  the 
building  of  nations  Agriculture  has  always  been  an  important  factor  and 
no  Nation  has  ever  continued  to  prosper  when  its  agriculture  was  neglected. 

America  has  proven  to  be  no  exception  to  this  long  established  rule. 
For  many  years  we  have  been  in  the  throes  of  a  National  depression  and 
for  more  than  twenty  years  agriculture's  income  has  not  reached  parity 
when  compared  with  labor  and  industry.  On  the  other  hand,  the  farmers* 
proportionate  share  of  the  National  income  has  declined  alarmingly  and 
substantial  increases  in  farm  prices  are  necessary  to  bring  farm  purchasing 
power  back  to  normal.  There  seems  to  be  no  legislative  cure  all  for  the  ills 
of  agriculture. 

Perhaps  one  of  our  greatest  needs  is  a  better  understanding  of  the 
value  of  cooperation  in  working  out  and  solving  our  own  problems.  The 
grange  is  widely  known  as  a  self-help-organization  and  it  continues  to 
hold  its  enviable  record  as  a  leader  in  promoting  cooperative  effort  as 
a  means  of  solving  the  many  difficult  problems  that  face  our  people 
today.  A  few  things  seem  germane  in  the  solution  of  this  farm  problem 
that  has  vexed  both  farmer  and  business  man  during  the  last  few  years. 

1.  A  better  mutual  understanding  by  all. 

2.  The  development  of  agricultural  science  and  research  in  finding 
new  uses  for  certain  agricultural  products. 

3.  Curtailment  of  agricultural  imports  that  replace  home  grown 
products — "The  American  market  for  the  American  farmer". 

4.  Cooperation  and  education. 

5.  Rigid  economy  in  all  Governmental  units  to  relieve  from  the 
crushing   tax   burden. 


Education 

One  of  the  first  purposes  enunciated  by  the  Grange  was  to  educate 
and  elevate  the  farmer  and  for  three  quarters  of  a  century  this  purpose 
has  been  definitely  executed  by  our  order.  As  a  result  of  this  definite 
purpose  we  now  have  many  agencies  promoting  a  more  intelligent  agri- 
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culture.  Our  Land  Grant  Colleges,  Agricultural  and  Home  Economics 
Extension  Agencies,  our  Vocational  Schools,  the  4-H  Clubs,  Future  Farmer 
and  many  other  activities  owe  much  to  the  Grange.  Our  order  has  very 
aptly  been  named,  "The  Great  School  out  of  School"  since  it  continues 
the  educational  processes  in  our  rural  communities  and  brings  to  our  young 
people  the  opportunity  for  self  development  in  a  manner  otherwise  im- 
possible. 

Temperance 

As  one  of  our  purposes  in  the  order  is  to  create  a  better  manhood 
and  womanhood,  we  have  always  promoted  the  cause  of  temperance  in 
our  homes,  in  our  communities  and  in  our  Legislative  halls. 

The  Grange  record  for  building  a  better  land  in  which  to  live  is  one 
of  which  we  may  all  be  proud. 

Legislation 

The  need  for  legislation  both  federal  and  state  increases  with  the 
passing  of  the  years  and  the  constant  trend  of  our  population  toward 
the  city.  Since  less  than  twenty-five  per  cent  of  our  population  is  rural, 
it  seems  inevitable  that  if  our  rural  areas  are  to  receive  adequate  repre- 
sentation and  fair  treatment  in  the  consideration  of  our  legislative  prob- 
lems, we  must  be  organized  and  be  in  position  to  present  our  needs. 

For  many  years  the  Grange,  both  State  and  National,  has  rendered 
a  distinct  service  to  those  who  till  the  soil.  The  safe  and  sane  policy 
of  the  Grange  in  matters  of  importance  over  a  period  of  many  years  has 
placed  it  in  a  position  of  influence  and  power  in  agricultural  legislative 
affairs.  We  have  consistently  opposed  the  centralization  of  power  and  have 
always  favored  local  control  of  local  affairs  wherever  possible. 

Cooperation 

In  the  cooperative  field,  the  Grange  has  been  the  pioneer  and  many 
of  the  strong  business  cooperatives  in  our  country  today  owe  their  cre- 
ation to  our  Order. 

The  Keystone  Grange  Exchange  has  for  many  years  rendered  a  genuine 
service  to  many  of  its  patrons  and  to  others  as  well  in  being  a  price 
barometer  governing  several  commodities  purchased  by  farmers.  It  is 
regrettable  that  the  volume  of  business  coming  to  this  agency  is  very 
materially  decreasing. 

Insurance 

Our  Grange  Life  Insurance  Company,  The  Farmers  and  Traders  of 
Syracuse,  New  York,  has  just  completed  another  successful  year  of  serv- 
ice to  the  members  of  our  order.  Its  growth  has  been  steady  and  merits 
the  continued  cooperation  of  our  members.  For  several  years  the  National 
Grange  Mutual  Liability  Company  has  been  writing  automobile  insurance 
in   our   State  and  continues  to  meet  this  Grange  cooperative  need. 

Objectives 

Early  in  the  year  a  pamphlet  containing  plans  for  the  year's  work  was 
prepared  by  our  officers  and  sent  to  Grange  leaders  throughout  the  State. 

This  was  followed  by  a  series  of  Regional  conferences.  These  con- 
ferences were   usually  well  attended  and  evidenced  much  interest  in   the 
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work  ahead.  During  the  year  many  meetings  and  other  Grange  functions 
were  attended,  all  of  which  proved  to  be  a  source  of  satisfaction  and 
inspiration  for  which  we  thank  all  who  made  them  a  success. 

National  Grange 

Attending  a  session  of  the  National  Grange  is  always  a  real  pleasure, 
but  the  recent  Diamond  eJubilee  Meeting  at  Worcester,  Mass.,  will  long  be 
remembered  as  an  outstanding  Grange  event.  No  farm  fraternity  had 
ever  before  celebrated  three  quarters  of  a  century  of  service  and  great 
preparations  had  been  made  by  the  hospitable  patrons  of  historic  New 
England  to  welcome  this  great  National  Assembly.  Visits  were  made  to 
some  of  the  nation's  most  historic  shrines  of  liberty:  Lexington,  Concord, 
Bunker  Hill,  Old  Faneul  Hall  and  Plymouth  Rock.  We  shall  always 
cherish  the  memory  of  the  impressive  Grange  Service  at  the  monument 
overlooking  Plymouth  Rock.  A  spirit  of  unity  and  thankfulness  seemed 
to  pervade  the  atmosphere  and  we  felt  it  was  a  fit  place  to  assemble  what 
we  like  to  think  of  as  the  most  stalwart  defenders  of  American  Liberty, 
The  National  Grange. 

In  Memorium 

During  the  year  many  of  our  loyal  brothers  and  sisters  have  passed 
to  the  Great  Grange  above.  The  memory  of  their  devotion  and  loyalty 
to  the  righteous  principles  found  in  our  order  will  inspire  us  to  continue 
the  work   of  building  a  better  agriculture.

and  to  humbly  ask  our  Heavenly  Father  to  extend  his  mercy  to  us. 

"Resolved  further  that  we  pledge  to  our  President  our  full  devotion 
to  him  in  this  supreme  emergency." 

It  'was  moved  by  Bro.  J.  A.  Boak,  seconded  by  Bro.  R.  M.  Haverfield, 
that  this  resolution  be  adopted.   The  motion  passed  unanimously. 


REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  LECTURER 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

It  is  with  a  feeling  of  humble  pride  that  we  bring  you  a  report  of 
the  activities  of  this  office  for  the  past  year.  It  has  been  for  us  a  year  of 
education  and  increased  vision  of  the  magnitude  of  the  work  required  of 
the  lecturer's  office  whether  it  be  State,  Pomona,  or  Subordinate.  During 
the  year  we  have  endeavored  to  be  as  helpful  to  all  fellow  grange  members 
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as  possible.  We  recoiarnize  the  fact  that  a  shortage  of  help  on  farnirf 
coupled  with  the  heavy  demands  of  the  defense  effort  of  our  Government 
have  made  the  work  of  many  lecturers  exceedingly  difficult.  Despite  this 
we  feel  that  the  Lecturers  of  Pennsylvania  have  done  a  worthwhile  job  in 
the  maintenance  of  membership  and  enthusiasm. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  during  the  year  to  encourage  lecturers 
to  plan  and  present  programs  that  have  membership  appeal.  Lecturers 
have  been  encouraged  to  use  programs  that  will  help  develop  the  resources 
of  local  communities.  We  have  urged  Granges  to  cooperate  with  other  like 
minded  groups  in  promoting  community  welfare.  This  has  been  in  some 
respects  successful.  This  has  been  done  with  the  thought  that  successful 
Granges  are  the  ones  who  consistently  tie  in  their  programs  with  the 
actual  needs  of  their  respective  communities. 

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  activities  of  this  office: 

1.  Early  in  the  year  we  prepared  and  distributed  to  the  lecturers 
and  Juvenile  matrons  a  handbook  designed  to  assist  in  developing 
worthwhile  programs.  The  reaction  to  the  project  has  been  most  en- 
couraging. 

2.  We  accompanied  the  Worthy  State  Master,  Worthy  State  Sec- 
retary and  Juvenile  Superintendent  during  a  series  of  fifteen  Regional 
Conferences  held  early  in  the  year.  Many  valuable  contacts  were  made. 
It  is  our  thought  that  these  conferences  were  mutually  helpful. 

3.  The  lecturers*  Short  Course  was  held  during  the  Easter  vaca- 
tion at  State  College.  Nearly  two  hundred  Lecturers  and  Grange  lead- 
ers were  in  attendance.  Every  effort  was  made  to  give  the  Lecturers 
the  kind  of  instruction  and  assistance  that  could  be  translated  into  real 
programs  in  their  own  Granges.  We  believe  that  some  success  was 
achieved  along  these  lines.  The  then\e  of  this  conference  was  "The 
Grange  and  the  Community." 

4.  A  program  planning  contest  was  sponsored  by  State  Grange 
through  this  office.  Each  participating  Lecturer  was  required  to  submit 
twelve  planned  programs.  The  response  was  truly  amazing.  Seventy 
Subordinate  Lecturers  submitted  programs.  Lecturers  who  entered  this 
contest  have  said  that  it  is  of  tremendous  help  to  have  their  programs 
planned  in  advance.    The  winners  in  this  contest  are  as  follows:

5.  The  Middle  Atlantic  Lecturers'  Conference,  held  in  August  at 
College  Park,  Maryland,  attracted  seventy-three  Pennsylvania  Lec- 
turers. This  conference  was  worthwhile,  contributing  as  it  did  to  the 
storehouse  of  knowledge,  so  necessary  for  Grange  Leaders.  Pennsyl- 
vania's future  participation,  in  the  project,  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

6.  The  Annual  Music  Chorus  Festival  was  held  again  this  year, 
the  finals  of  which  are  a  part  of  this  meeting.  Participation  in  this 
worthy  project  is  not  all  that  might  be  desired.  Whether  to  continue 
it  in  its  present  form  is  a  matter  that  must  be  considered  rather 
seriously. 
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7.  A  questionnaire  was  sent  to  all  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Lec- 
turers. The  summary  of  the  answers  given  by  the  Lecturers  is  worth 
your  consideration  and  are  submitted  here  with  some  personal  ob- 
servations. 

Nearly  all  Lecturers  are  presenting  programs  at  every  meet- 
ing unless  degree  work  or  installation  work  prevents. 

Fifty-nine  per  cent  of  the  Lecturers  reporting  use  every  mem- 
ber on  the  program  at  least  once  during  the  year.  This  is  one 
of  the  encouraging  answers. 

The  Lecture  hour  averages  forty-five  minutes,  while  the  meet- 
ings last  two  and  one-half  hours.

4.  It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  forty-four  per  cent  held  a  Rural 
Life  Sunday.    All  Granges  reporting  had  a  Memorial  Service. 

5.  Other  special  activities,  in  which  participation  was  very  good, 
were  picnics  which  were  held  by  fifty-nine  per  cent,  and  sixty- 
five  per  cent  held  either  a  flower  or  vegetable  show.  This  was 
an  excellent  report.  On  the  discouraging  side  is  the  fact  that 
only  sixty-five  per  cent  held  Booster  Night  programs.  This  is 
a  challenge  we  should  meet. 

6.  It  made  this  office  very  happy  to  note  that  seventy  per  cent  of 
the  Granges  were  using  the  services  of  the  Extension  Office 
or  Vocational  Agriculture  and  Home  Economics  Departments 
of  the  local  schools.  Another  item  of  encouragement  is  the 
fact  that  sixty-five  per  cent  have  completed  some  specific  com- 
munity activity. 

7.  The  following  is  worthy  of  note: 

Eighteen  per  cent  of  the  Granges  have  an  orchestra. 

Four  per  cent  a  band. 

Forty-four  per  cent  a  chorus. 

Thirty  per  cent  a  young  peoples'  degree  team. 

Twenty-three  per  cent  youth  clubs  or  special  youth  activities. 

The  above  two   items  indicate  a  need  for  providing  a  more 

definite  answer  for  the  needs  of  our  young  people. 

One  and  one-half  per  cent  have  a  study  club. 

Twenty-four  per  cent  a  dramatic  club. 

Four  per  cent  a  reading  club. 

8.  The  following  provides  food  for  thought  for  all  persons  inter- 
ested in  developing  Grange  programs.  Below  is  a  table  of  themes  used 
in  Grange  programs. 

1.  Living  at  home — forty  per  cent. 

2.  Consumers — twenty  per  cent. 

3.  Education — eighty  per  cent. 

4.  Health — forty  per  cent. 

5.  Music — eighty  per  cent. 

6.  Youth — forty  per  cent. 

7.  Taxation — sixteen  per  cent. 

8.  Marketing — twenty  per  cent. 

9.  Good  Literature — forty  per  cent. 

10.  Legislation — ^four  per  cent. 

11.  Insurance — thirty-six  per  cent. 
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The  abov€»  indicates  that  more  effort  must  be  made  to  get  the 
legislative  program  and  tax  problems  before  the  people.  It 
again  indicates  a  need  for  a  better  youth  program.  There  are 
different  ways  to  approach  these  problems  but  they  are  pre- 
sented to  you  for  your  thoughtful  consideration. 

The  last  item  on  the  questionnaire  was  whether  the  Lecturer  con- 
sidered the  Grange  more  active  than  the  year  before.  It  is  indeed  pleasant 
to  report  that  sixty-two  per  cent  indicated  their  Granges  were  better. 

This  report  is  submitted  with  the  sincere  good  wishes  of  all  the  Lec- 
turers for  the  Masters  of  Pennsylvania  Granges.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  STEWARD 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

In  submitting  this  my  first  annual  report  as  your  Steward  I  bring  you 
fraternal  greetings  and  best  wishes  from  the  patrons  of  Northumberland 
County. 

I  want  to  thank  the  delegates  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  for 
the  honor  conferred  upon  me  last  year  at  Wilkes-Barre  and  shall  endeavor 
to  so  conduct  myself  that  you  will  not  be  disappointed.  I  want  to  assure 
you  that  it  has  been  a  real  pleasure  for  me  to  serve  you  as  Steward. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  not  spent  much  time  organizing  new 
Granges  but  have  worked  hard  trying  to  make  better  Granges  out  of  the 
ones  already  organized.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  SECRETARY 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

Our  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  year  closed  on  September  30,  1941, 
with  our  records  showing  a  state  membership  of  60,654  in  746  active 
Granges.  Our  membership  on  this  date  was  2,024  less  than  it  was  on  the 
corresponding  date  in  1940.  Our  net  loss  for  the  year  ending  September 
30,  1940,  was  2,818. 

We  have  made  an  analysis  of  the  membership  during  the  four  quarters 
ending  June  30,  1941,  and  have  found  that  during  that  period  the  Granges 
in  Pennsylvania  initiated  3,722  new  members  and  reinstated  853,  showing 
a  total  addition  to  the  rolls  of  our  Subordinate  Granges  of  4,575.  During 
this  same  period  the  Granges  have  dropped  a  total  of  5,447  and  in  addi- 
tion reported  684  members  to  have  died,  making  a  total  loss  of  6,131,  or 
a  net  loss  in  membership  of  1,556.  These  figures  do  not  include  the 
membership  of  the  Granges  that  were  declared  dormant  and  hence  had 
made  no  reports  to  the  State  Grange  during  the  year.  The  fifteen  Granges 
declared  dormant  or  disbanded  had  a  membership  as  of  their  last  report  of 
369,  which  makes  a  total  net  loss  in  membership  for  the  four  quarters 
of  1,925.  The  difference  between  this  loss  and  the  loss  shown  above  is 
that  that  was  as  of  September  30  and  this  as  of  June  30. 

During  the  ye^r  two  Granges  were  reorganized:  Hope  Grange  No. 
898,  Wayne  County,  by  Deputy  Minor  A.  Crosby,  with  27  members;  and 
Shannandale  Grange  No.  1865,  Clarion  County,  by  Deputy  George  E. 
Henry,  with  26  members.  Three  new  Granges  were  organized:  Cranberry 
Grange  No.  2024,  Venango  County,  by  Deputy  Norman  Rough,  with  31 
members;  Peters  Township  Grange  No.  2025,  Washington  County,  by 
Deputy  S.  Paul  Ritchey,  with  75  members;  and  West  Finley  Grange  No. 
2026,  Washington  County,  by  Deputy  S.  Paul  Ritchey,  with  27  members. 

The  following  Granges  were  declared  dormant,  consolidated,  or  dis- 
banded during  the  year:  813,  Luzerne,  consolidated;  1027,  Lackawanna, 
dormant;  1252,  Potter,  disbanded;  1370,  Lebanon,  disbanded;  1377,  Cam-

We  have  received  substantial  funds  since  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal 
year  which  will  appear  in  the  1942  report.  The  amount  of  the  fund  will  be 
reported  by  the  Treasurer. 

We  have  been  handling  the  sale  of  Ohio  State  Grange  Cook  Books  for 
the  Home  Economics  Committee  through  the  state  office.  The  profit  on 
these  books  up  to  September  30,  1941,  amounted  to  $57.78,  and  has  been 
turned  over  to  the  Treasurer. 


SANTEE  SCHOLARSHIP  FUND 

From  September  30,  1940,  to  September  30,  1941,  nine  Scholarships  of 
$100  each  were  awarded  out  of  the  Senate  Scholarship  Fund.  During  the 
year  three  loans  awarded  prior  to  September  30,  1940,  were  paid  in  full, 
which  amount  was  added  to  the  account.  The  balance  in  this  Scholarship 
Fund  as  of  September  30,  1941,  was  $498.35. 
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Grange  News,  the  official  organ  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange,  was 
published  regularly  during  the  last  fiscal  year.  We  reduced  the  issues  for 
August  and  September  from  sixteen  to  eight  pages.  The  reason  for  doing 
this  was  that  advertising  space  for  these  two  months  was  too  small  to 
justify  the  larger  issue. 

During  the  year  the  revision  of  the  mailing  list  started  the  year  before 
was  continued.  During  these  two  years  we  have  reduced  the  mailing  list 
from  43,000  to  35,000.  The  Secretaries  of  the  Subordinate  Granges  as  a 
whole  have  cooperated  very  well  with  our  office  in  the  revision  of  these 
mailing  lists.  No  doubt  there  are  still  some  names  on  our  lists  that  should 
not  be  there  and  others  that  should  be  added,  but  we  believe  that  such 
mistakes  are  considerably  less  now  than  they  were  two  years  ago. 

I  want  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Home  Economics  Committee, 
particularly  to  the  Chairman,  Sister  Ethel  M.  Richards,  for  the  fine  con- 
tributions made  to  the  Home  Economics  section  of  the  paper;  also,  to 
Lucy  M.  Shumway  who  has  contributed  material  for  the  Juvenile  page 
consistently."  The  Lecturer's  page  has  been  made  most  helpful  through 
the  contributions  of  Brother  Walker  Shannon.  We  have  had  excellent 
cooperation  from  officers  of  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Granges  in  sending 
news  items  of  meetings  and  other  events  to  Grange  News.  Our  advertising 
income  has  run  about  the  same  as  the  average  for  the  last  five  years, 
in  fact  was  the  highest  in  five  years.  Monies  due  the  Grange  News  account 
from  the  General  Fund  were  transferred  each  quarter  during  the  year. 
This,  with  the  advertising  income,  has  made  it  possible  to  pay  all  bills 
outstanding  on  this  account  as  of  October  1,  1941.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  OVERSEER 

Worthy  Master,  Fellow  Officers  and  Patrons: 

We  submit  this  our  first  report  as  your  Overseer  with  feelings  of 
both  joy  and  sorrow.  Joy  because  of  the  many  new  and  true  friendships 
formed,  and  the  wonderful  spirit  of  brotherhood  manifested  by  the  patrons 
in  all  sections  of  our  state,  but  sorrow  that  we  must  convene  with  our 
country  plunged  into  the  world  maelstrom  of  war  and  hate. 

For  the  year  just  ended  it  becomes  my  duty  to  report  on  the  trust 
which  you  by  your  vote  assigned  to  me  last  December.  It  has  been  my 
pleasure  and  privilege  to  attend  and  address  twenty-four  Pomona  Granges, 
two  county-wide  picincs,  three  Twenty-five  Year  Anniversaries,  and  to 
close  one  county-wide  series  of  Neighborhood  meetings.  Likewise,  it  was 
our  privilege  to  assist  the  Worthy  State  Lecturer  by  acting  as  one  of  the 
instructors  at  the  State  Lecturers*  Conference  at  State  College.  In  addition, 
we  served  as  local  chairman  of  the  Pennsylvania  County  Life  Conference, 
of  which  the  Grange  is  one  of  the  sponsors,  and  have  attended  and  assisted 
at  as  many  Subordinate  Grange  meetings  as  our  teaching  schedule  would 
permit.   In  traveling  to  the  above  meetings,  we  have  driven  4,716  miles. 

The  enumerating  of  meetings  attended  is,  however,  merely  the  skeleton 
of  the  work.  The  flesh  and  life  come  in  the  contacts  made.  We  have  sought 
in  those  contacts  to  not  only  give  our  patrons  a  knowledge  and  pride  in 
the  achievements  of  our  Order  during  its  three  quarters  of  a  century  of 
activity,  but  to  stress  the  vital  problems  which  it  now  faces  and  must  solve 
in  our  present  tottering  world.  The  maintenance  of  balance  in  government 
and  economics  which  is  a  well  established  Grange  policy  has  been  discussed. 
Likewise,  the  local  and  state  control  of  education,  so  necessary  if  our 
democracy  is  not  to  adopt  totalitarian  methods  and,  centralized  control  of 
propoganda  was  emphasized.  The  application  of  the  unswerving  laws  of 
the  Creator  so  well  known  to  every  farmer  have  been  applied  to  human 
relations  of  individuals,  nations,  and  races  of  people.  Thus,  "whatsoever  a 
man  soweth  that  shall  he  also  reap"  is  as  unfailing  a  law  of  God  as  it 
was  when  that  greatest  of  all  teachers  stated  it  over  nineteen  hundred 
years  ago. 

However,  the  solving  of  world  problems  must  be  preceded  by  the  solv- 
ing of  our  local  community  problems.  In  this  connection  we  would  com- 
mend to  your  attention  the  fine  efforts  made  by  a  number  of  Granges  to 
bring  about  a  better  understanding  between  various  groups.  An  outstand- 
ing example  of  this  type  of  program  was  a  panel  conducted  by  Crawford 
County  Pomona  at  which  a  banker,  a  chain  store  owner,  a  labor  union 
secretary,  two  farmers,  a  manufacturer,  and  an  editor,  discussed  with  one 
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another  and  with  the  audience,  the  problem  as  to  how  they  could  cooperate 
for  the  best  welfare  of  their  country. 

The  hospitalization  plan  officially  adopted  by  our  State  Grange  Execu- 
tive Committee  has  been  boosted,  since  it  has  all  the  advantages  of  any 
other  system  of  hospitalization,  and  in  addition  is  the  only  plan  which  now 
accepts  persons  over  sixty-five  years  of  age.  Perhaps  the  next  step  in  which 
our  Grange  should  lead  is  in  the  development  of  cooperative  medical  care 
as  well  as  hospitalization. 

By  such  discussions  followed  by  the  united  action  of  local  groups  and 
Granges,  the  way  can  and  will  be  pointed  for  the  changed  world  order  which 
must  come  out  of  the  present  international  travail  if  our  civilization  is 
not  to  go  the  way  of  that  of  Egypt,  Babylon,  or  Greece. 

A  suggestion  that  has  come  out  of  our  contacts  and  which  we  should 
like  to  submit,  to  you,  is  the  possibility  of  greater  efficiency  in  use  of  nat- 
ional and  state  officers,  or  speakers  from  outside  Pennsylvania.  Could  the 
Pomona  officers  with  the  aid  of  the  State  Master  and  Secretary  set  up 
a  number  of  areas  in  which  the  Pomona  meetings  or  picnics  will  follow 
on  consecutive  dates.  The  travel  expense  to  the  Pomona  and  the  State 
Grange  could  thus  be  markedly  lowered  and  the  speaker's  strength  con- 
served. 

Finally,  may  we  stress  the  immediate  need  for  every  patron  to  ex- 
emplify the  great  foundation  principles  of  our  order,  namely  the  Fatherhood 
of  God  and  the  brotherhood  of  man,  principles  which  can  only  become 
universal  when  we  and  America  are  faithful  and  persevering  in  putting 
into  action  our  faith,  our  hope,  and  our  charity  or  love.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  CHAPLAIN 

Worthy  Patrons  of  Pennsylvania: 

When  we  submitted  our  report  a  year  ago,  how  little  did  we  think 
that  we  would  be  making  another  report  in  1941!  Our  term  of  office  was 
expiring  and  it  was  with  deep  satisfaction  that  we  were  retiring  from 
the  station  of  Chaplain  to  be  succeeded  by  our  esteemed  friend  and  brother 
in  the  Christian  ministry,  the  Rev.  Fred  B.  Norris,  pastor  of  the  Methodist 
Church  at  Shippensburg,  Pa.  By  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Patrons  of 
Husbandry  assembled  last  December  at  Wilkes-Barre,  Brother  Norris  was 
elected  to  the  office  of  State  Chaplain.  Being  ill  at  the  time  and  unable  to 
attend,  he  was  not  installed  until  later.  His  installation,  conducted  by 
the  Worthy  State  Master,  was  held  in  Mr.  Norris'  room  in  the  Harrisburg 
Hospital,  but  the  Heavenly  Father  promoted  him  with  the  plaudit,  "Well 
done,  good  and  faithful  servant"  on  March  8,  1941.  Thus  our  successor's 
term  of  office  was  soon  closed  that  he  might  fulfill  that  higher  office  and 
dwell  with  the  immortals  forever  and  ever.  This  session  of  the  State 
Grange  will  honor  his  memory,  and  all  those  of  us  who  had  the  privilege 
of  knowing  him,  will  gratefully  cherish  his  name  and  his  ministry  of  love 
and  joy  and  service. 

On  April  5,  1941,  the  Executive  Committee  elected  me  to  complete  this 
year  as  your  Chaplain,  and  I  humbly  accepted  the  responsibility  of  this 
position.   Our  Worthy  Past  Master  J.  Audley  Boak,  assisted  by  the  Worthy 
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Assistant  Steward  W.  S.  Fullerton,  Worthy  Lady  Assistant  Steward 
Isabelle  Elliott,  and  Worthy  Pomona  Mrs.  Walter  Barker,  conducted  an 
impressive  installation  in  my  own  Subordinate  Grange  home,  Ginger  Hill 
No.  1549  in  Washinj^ton  County  on  Friday  evening,  May  2nd.  In  spite  of 
the  sad  circumstances  under  which  we  began,  the  year  has  passed  quickly 
and  its  opportunities  to  serve  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry  of  Pennsylvania 
have  been  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  and  inspiration,  and  I  shall  ever 
remember  the  cordial  fellowship  and  constant  encouragement  I  have  always 
received  wherever  I  have  been  permitted  to  serve. 

On  of  the  first  things  we  did  this  year  was  to  recommend  to  the 
Worthy  Master  and  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  our  State  Grange  the 
creation  of  the  FRED  NORRIS  MEMORIAL  FUND,  the  proceeds  of  which 
were  to  be  given  to  Mrs.  Pearl  Norris,  the  widow  of  our  late  State 
Chaplain,  to  express  our  deep  fraternal  concern  for  her  and  her  three 
little  children  in  their  hour  of  bereavement  and  need.  This  recommendation 
was  prompted  by  the  familiar  closing  charge  of  the  Master  which  is  given 
at  every  regular  meeting  of  our  order,  and  which  directs  every  worthy 
patron,  as  he  goes  out  to  "mingle  with  the  world  ....  not  to  forget  the 
precepts  of  our  Order",  and  among  these  specifically  mentioned  in  "help- 
ing the  fatherless  and  the  widows".  How  ofter  we  have  heard  these  words, 
but  never  until  this  year  has  the  heart  of  our  great  Order  been  so  stirred  by 
them.  In  response  to  this  recommendation  which  was  unanimously  approved 
by  our  Executive  Committee,  a  total  of  296  subordinate  granges,  20 
Pomona  granges,  and  3  private  donors  promptly  and  gladly  contributed  the 
sum  of  $1146.17.  This  money  has  been  very  gratefully  received  by  Mrs. 
Norris  and  it  has  demonstrated  to  her  and  to  the  public  the  reality  of  the 
tie  that  binds  us  together  in  the  grange,  and  we  have  all  been  enriched 
as  we  have  shared  in  this  Memorial  Fund.  I  want  to  express  my  personal 
appreciation  to  the  subordinate  and  pomona  chaplains  and  to  all  others  who 
cooperated  so  heartily  in  this  recommendation  and  who  conducted  im- 
pressive memorial  services  in  a  great  many  granges  throughout  the  state. 

We  have  continued  the  Chaplain's  Meditations  in  the  Grange  News  and 
are  grateful  for  the  prominent  space  it  is  now  being  given  each  month  on 
the  second  page.  These  little  meditations  carry  us  into  every  grange  home 
and  if  they  are  ever  helpful  to  the  patrons  of  Pennsylvania,  we  have  been 
abundantly  rewarded  for  our  eflforts. 

In  this  Diamond  Jubilee  year  it  has  been  our  pleasure  and  privilege 
to  participate  in  several  impressive  celebrations.  How  our  hearts  have 
been  stirred  by  the  recollection  of  the  sterling  character,  the  noble  idealism, 
and  the  spiritual  vision  which  marked  these  seven  founders,  and  which 
has  made  these  seventy-five  years  of  history  possible.  Surely  our  order  has 
been  well  established  upon  a  solid  foundation.  It  is  our  challenge  to  con- 
tinue to  build  as  we  face  a  crucial  future. 

"O  keep  us  building,  Master;  may  our  hands 
Never  falter  when  the  dream  is  in  our  hearts." 

One  of  the  delightful  experiences  of  the  year  now  closing  was  our 
fellowship  and  inspiration  at  the  Middle  Atlantic  Lecturers  Conference  at 
College  Park,  Md.  This  fine  cross-section  of  leaders  from  at  least  five  states, 
reveals  the  secret  of  our  strength  as  an  organization.  These  men  and 
women  represented  the  hopes  and  aspirations  and  ambitions  of  a  great 
host  of  worthy  patrons,  and  each  went  back  to  his  or  her  local  community, 
there  to  make  a  greater  contribution  to  the  moral  and  social  and  political 
welfare  of  our  Republic. 
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Again  let  me  assure  you  of  my  gratitude  for  the  ever  increasing 
number  of  "Go-to-Church"  services  planned  and  conducted  each  year  in 
our  commonwealth.  This  spiritual  "fellowship  of  kindred  minds,  is  like  to 
that  above."  Churches  and  pastors  throughout  the  state  are  cooperating  in 
this  united  effort  to  promote  a  deeper  spiritual  consciousness  in  every  rural 
community,  and  the  good  seed  thus  sown  will  surely  bring  forth  abundantly. 

Almost  last,  but  surely  not  the  least,  among  the  experiences  of  this 
year,  was  the  opportunity  on  December  4th,  to  present  a  Golden  Sheaf  to 
Brother  Martin  M.  Clever  of  Allegheny  County.  This  was  my  first  oppor- 
tunity in  almost  seven  years  as  your  Chaplain,  to  have  the  honor  of 
presenting  a  Golden  Sheaf,  and  I  assure  you  it  was  a  privilege  I  shall 
never  forget.  Thank  God  for  husbandmen  who  have  labored  diligently 
for  fifty  years. 

And  as  we  submit  this  report,  it  is  with  our  best  wishes  and  our 
earnest  prayer  that  "the  Divine  Master  may  guide,  protect  and  bless 
us  all,  now  and  evermore."

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  CERES 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

It  is  with  a  real  pride  I  bring  greetings  from  the  Patrons  of  Bucks 
County,  and  give  my  first  report  as  your  State  Ceres. 
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Nineteen  forty-one  has  been  a  busy  year  in  Grange  work  in  our 
county,  and  we  feel  that  it  has  been  a  profitable  one,  both  in  gain  in 
membership  and  enthusiasm  for  the  things  for  which  the  Grange  stands. 

Personally,  I  have  visited  Pomonas  and  Subordinates  in  my  own  and 
neighboring  counties  and  assisted,  in  a  small  way,  with  Booster  Nights 
and  75th  Anniversary  meetings,  also  in  Degree  work.  We  in  Bucks 
County  have  been  stressing  the  value  of  better  ritualistic  work  for  a 
number  of  years  and  now  feel  that  our  efforts  are  showing  results.

Grange  meetings  and  to  talk  to  some  of  the  groups.  Also  I  presented  an 
outline  of  the  Grange  in  an  interview  over  the  radio. 

In  submitting  this,  my  third  annual  report,  I  experience  a  feeling  of 
sincere  gratitude  to  our  Divine  Master  for  His  great  goodness  to  the 
children  of  men.  His  gifts  to  us  are  so  many — His  Son  given  to  be  our 
Saviour,  our  homes  uninvaded  by  secret  police,  our  churches  unmolested 
by  government  agents,  and  our  granges  permitted  secrecy  of  meeting 
without  fear  of  a  dictator's  spies. 

Flora,  according  to  ancient  legends,  is  Goddess  of  Flowers,  and  I  would 
therefore  especially  urge  you  to  utilize  the  simple  beauty  of  flowers  to 
adorn  your  homes,  your  Grange  halls,  and  your  churches.  Flowers  m.ay 
be  used  to  build  a  pathway  toward  appreciation  of  beauty  for  children  and 
adults.  "The  home  that  is  thus  made  fragrant  is  prepared  to  be  the  abode 
of  sweeter  affections  and  more  radiant  virtues."

REPORT  OF  THE  JUVENILE  SUPERINTENDENT 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

As  we  meet  this  year  on  the  Diamond  Jubilee  anniversary  of  our  great 
fraternity  we  have  many  things  in  which  to  take  pride:  one  of  these 
is  the  fact  that  at  the  very  beginning  of  our  history  we  began  to  denounce 
and  to  guard  against  dangerous  'isms,  such  as  those  which  are  today 
shaking  the  very  foundations  of  the  governments  of  the  world;  another 
is  the  fact  that  our  Order  was  founded  upon,  and  has  jealously  guarded, 
the  great  principles  of  democracy  which  would  insure  equal  rights  for 
rich  and  poor,  for  young  and  old.  If  our  fraternity  had  been  designed  for 
men  alone,  for  women  alone,  for  young  people  alone,  for  children  alone, 
it  would  very  possibly  have  long  since  ceased  to  function  as  a  great 
national  power.  But  working  as  it  has  for,  and  with,  people  of  all  ages  it 
has  builded  well  for  itself  and  has  helped  to  build  an  indestructible 
America.  If  we  would  continue  to  grow  in  numbers  and  in  usefulness  for 
another  three  quarters  of  a  century,  we  must  see  to  it  that  every  branch 
of  our  Order  and  every  age  group  has  an  equal  share  in  our  consideration. 
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Many  Subordinate  Granges  in  Pennsylvania  are  today  on  the  way  out 
simply  because  they  have  neglected  the  younger  age  group.  On  the  other 
hand,  many  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Granges  are  active  and  growing 
because  they  have  caught  a  vision  of  the  possibilities  that  are  bound  up 
in  youth  and  are  fostering  and  utilizing  the  vigor  and  enthusiasm  of  their 
boys  and  girls.  Through  the  promotion  of  4-H  Clubs,  Future  Farmer  organ- 
izations, Boy  and  Girl  Scout  work  and  Juvenile  Granges,  they  are  insuring 
not  only  their  own  future  but  the  future  of  our  American  Republic. 

So  it  is  with  a  great  deal  of  regret  that  I  must  report  a  slight  decrease 
in  Juvenile  Grange  membership  during  the  past  year,  and  also  a  loss  in  the 
number  of  Juvenile  Granges  in  the  state.  Some  of  this  loss  is  unavoid- 
able. Juvenile  membership  changes  very  rapidly  and  the  swing  of  the 
pendulum  often  brings  a  period  when  there  are  not  enough  children  in  a 
small  community  to  maintain  a  Juvenile  Grange.  But  the  sad  fact  remains 
that  more  often  Juvenile  Granges  languish  and  die  because  there  is  not, 
within  the  Subordinate  membership,  even  one  man  or  one  woman  who  han 
enough  vision,  enough  unselfishness,  enough  love  for  the  Order,  to  devote 
themselves  to  the  job  of  being  a  Juvenile  Matron  or  Patron. 

There  is  a  bright  side  to  the  picture,  however.  Juvenile  Grange  work 
over  the  state  is  on  an  increasingly  solid  foundation.  More  and  more 
Subordinate  members  are  taking  the  time  and  trouble  to  acquaint  them- 
selves with  the  work.  During  the.  past  year  1,476  became  Honorary  Juvenile 
members  (a  record  breaking  number). 

Our  Juvenile  Deputies  are  to  be  commended  for  the  effort  they  have 
made.  They  give  freely  of  their  time  and  thought  and  their  efforts  have 
brought  results  in  the  form  of  six  new  organizations  and  five  reorganiza- 
tions during  the  year.  Pennsylvania  ranked  fourth  in  the  field  of  organiza- 
tion this  year.  Our  new  organizations  and  the  reorganizations  are  given  in 
the  State  Secretary's  report. 

The  Juvenile  Matrons  of  the  state  are  also  worthy  of  our  deepest 
thanks  and  commendation.  A  large  majority  of  them  no  longer  think 
of  the  Juvenile  as  a  place  to  park  the  children  while  the  adults  are  attend- 
ing the  Grange  meeting,  but  they  see  in  it  a  great  field  for  training, 
in  organization  methods,  team  work,  public  speaking,  patriotism,  business 
methods,  parliamentary  law,  and  community  mindedness. 

This  is  evidenced  over  and  over  in  the  reports  that  come  to  us  oi 
Juvenile  activities;  ambitious  community  enterprises  undertaken,  sub- 
stantial sums  paid  into  building  funds,  aid  in  defense  drives.  Red  Cross 
work,  etc.  Thirty-one  Juvenile  contributed  to  the  Taber  Forest  Fund,  to 
the  total  amount  of  $56.75.  There  was  a  great  increase  in  the  number 
participating  in  the  state  and  national  contests.  The  following  awards  have 
been,  or  are  to  be,  made: 

Dues  Collection  Contest  won  by  Chippewa  Juvenile  in  Beaver  County. 

News  Items  for  the  Juvenile  Page,  won  by  Bloomfield,  in  Crawford 
County. 

National  Essay  Contest,  (state  winner)  Marion  Lucille  Emery,  West- 
field  Juvenile,  Lawrence  County. 

Program  Series  Contest  was  also  won  by  Westfield  Juvenile. 

Top-notches  in  the  Achievement  Contest  were:  Spring  Hill,  Bradford 
County;  Chippewa,  Beaver  County;  and  Bloomfield,  Crawford  County. 
Atlantic,  Union  City,  and  Big  Knob  also  won  recognition  in  this  contest. 
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It  was  my  privileRe  to  again  tour  the  state  with  the  State  Master,  Sec- 
retary, and  Lecturer,  and  to  attend  all  the  Regional  Conferences  except 
one.  Also  to  meet  and  work  with  a  splendid  group  of  Matrons  at  State 
College.  I  have  contacted  thirty  Juvenile  Deputies  and  about  fifty  per  cent 
of  the  Matrons  during  the  year. 

In  closing,  allow  me  to  quote  from  our  National  Master  in  his  annual 
address:  "The  very  foundation  of  any  organization  rests  upon  its  youth. 
Just  as  the  children  of  a  nation  determine  its  welfare  in  the  <xuture,  so 
the  boys  and  girls  in  the  Grange  and  upon  the  farm,  measure  the  'fate 
of  Agriculture  and  of  our  fraternity  ....  The  Juvenile  members  of  today 
are  the  Grange  leaders  of  tomorrow,  the  future  life  of  our  Order  depends 
on  building  Juvenile  membership  to  the  very  limit,  and  then  graduating 
them  into  the  parent  organization.  Grange  loyalty,  like  education,  must 
begin  in  the  formative  years.  Young  people  must  have  more  work,  greater 
opportunity  and  greater  responsibility  in  every  branch  of  our  Order".

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Each  year  as  we  assemble  for  the  annual  session  of  the  State  Grange, 
we  are  aware  of  the  inevitable  hand  of  the  great  Reaper. 

"It  singeth  low  in  every  heart; 

We  hear  it,  each  and  all — 
A  song  of  those  who  answer  not. 

However  we  may  call. 
They  throng  the  silence  of  the  breast. 

We  see  them  as  of  yore — 
The  kind,  the  true,  the  brave,  the  sweet, 

Who  walk  with  us  no  more." 

But  the  sadness  that  stirs  our  hearts  at  this  hour  is  comforted  by 
an  unfaltering  faith  in  God,  and  by  the  assurance  of  God's  Word  which 
gives  us  the  divine  promise  of  immortality.  "For  we  know  that  if  our 
earthly  house  of  this  tabernacle  were  dissolved  we  have  a  building  of  God, 
an  house  not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens." 

That  which  we  call  "Death",  therefore,  becomes  instead  the  transition 
from  this  temporal  life,  with  all  of  its  limitations,  and  sorrows,  and  sin,  into 
that  eternal  glory  where  these  former  things  are  passed  away,  and  "there 
shall  be  no  more  death,  neither  sorrow,  nor  crying."  "Blessed  are  the  dead 
which  die  in  the  Lord  from  henceforth:  yea,  saith  the  Spirit,  that  they 
may  rest  from  their  labours;  and  their  works  do  follow  them." 

Those  who  are  about  to  be  memorialized  by  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry 
of  Pennsylvania,  now  rest  from  their  labours,  'tis  true,  but  we  are  also 
aware  that  their  works  do  follow  them,  and  that  being  dead,  they  yet  speak 
to  us  at  this  hour,  to  challenge  us  to  be  "stedfast,  unmovable,  always 
abounding  in  the  word  of  the  Lord.  May  their  good  works,  noble  ideals, 
and  unselfish  devotion  to  the  cause  of  righteousness  and  fraternity  and  love, 
go  on  and  on  from  generation  unto  generation. 

....  "till  over  Paradise  the  sun 
Shall  rise  in  majesty,  and  life  begun 
Shall  grow  in  glory,  as  the  perfect  day 
Moves  on,  to  hold  its  endless,  deathless  sway." 

During  the  past  year,  three  of  our  brothers  who  have  been  officially 
associated  with  our  order,  have  entered  into  their  rest,  but  whose  work 
and  influence  certainly  live  on  in  our  hearts  and  minds. 


The  first  of  these  to  hear  our  divine  Master's  call  was  our  worthy 
Chaplain,  the  Rev.  FRED  BAKER  NORRIS,  born  at  Huntingdon,  Pa. 
on  June  30th,  1901  and  died  in  the  Harrisburg  Hospital,  March  8,  1941.  He 
was  educated  in  Juniata  College  and  Union  Theological  Seminary,  ordained 
by  the  Methodist  Church,  and  served  in  the  pastorate  until  his  death. 
Seriously  ill  when  elected  Chaplain  of  Pennsylvania  Grange,  he  was  not 
installed  until  a  few  weeks  before  his  death.  In  a  simple  but  heart-stirring 
installation  ceremony,  conducted  by  our  Worthy  Master  in  the  Harrisburg 
Hospital,  Brother  Norris  became  our  Chaplain.  Although  never  privileged 
to  wear  his  sash  nor  to  preside  at  his  station,  he  has  left  a  sacred  memory 
in  our  order. 

His  dauntless  Christian  courage,  his  heartsome  smile,  and  his  gift  of 
song,  will  long  be  remembered  by  all  who  knew  him.    His  work  among 
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the  youn«:  people  of  the  Church  and  the  Community;  his  sympathetic 
ministry;  his  uncomplaining  spirit;  these  live  on  in  the  lives  of  his  family 
and  friends  and  give  them  an  abiding  comfort.  It  is  not  for  us  to  mourn 
his  early  passing,  but  rather  to  thank  God  that  he  lived. 


The  second  brother  to  answer  the  roll  call  of  the  immortals  was  also 
a  Chaplain  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  and  for  eleven  years  ably 
filled  this  station,  the  Rev.  GEORGE  WASHINGTON  HATCH,  born  April 
8,  1860  at  Magnolia  near  Madison,  Wisconsin,  and  died  May  7,  1941  at 
Bells  Landing,  Clearfield  Co.,  Pa.  From  1907  until  the  time  of  his  death 
Brother  Hatch  was  actively  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Grange  and  served 
as  the  Chaplain  of  the  Pomona  Grange  of  Clearfield  Co.  until  a  few  months 
prior  to  his  death  when  failing  health  made  it  necessary  for  him  to  retire. 

Although  not  able  to  attend  the  meetings  of  State  Grange  during  these 
past  few  years,  there  is  a  great  hos.t  of  patrons  in  Pennsylvania  who 
remember  his  genial  spirit,  his  keen  sense  of  humor,  his  convincing 
messages,  and  his  active  interest  in  the  affairs  of  our  Order. 

Brother  Hatch  was  graduated  from  Bucknell  University  and  Crozer 
Seminary,  and  on  December  11,  1888  was  ordained  by  the  Baptist  Church 
and  was  used  by  our  Lord  in  a  fruitful  ministry  in  Pennsylvania  for  fifty 
years.  Surely  such  a  life,  consecrated  to  the  spiritual  welfare  and  happiness 
of  mankind,  needs  no  words  of  ours  to-day.  It  is  eloquent  in  its  undying 
testimony  and  its  peaceful  eventide  was  radiant  with  the  hope  of  the 
morning. 

"You  are  not  dead — Life  has  but  set  you  free! 
Your  years  of  life  were  like  a  lovely  song  .... 
You  took  life  tip-toe,  to  the  very  end ; 
It  never  lost  for  you  its  lovely  look; 
You  kept  your  interest  in  its  thrilling  book; 
To  you  Death  came,  no  conqueror,  in  the  end — 
You  merely  smiled  to  greet  another  Friend!" 


The  other  brother  whose  presence  we  all  miss  to-day  is  our  Past- 
Master  EDWARD  B.  DORSETT,  born  on  a  farm  near  Mansfield,  Pa.,  Feb- 
ruary 16,  1863  and  passed  away  in  the  hospital  at  Sayre,  Pa.  on  July  3rd, 
1941.  Brother  Dorsett  was  an  outstanding  member  of  our  Order,  widely 
known,  and  kindly  remembered.  He  was  interested  in  Grange  work  all  his 
life  and  aside  from  serving  in  an  official  capacity  in  his  subordinate  and 
pomona  granges,  in  1906  he  was  elected  as  the  Lecturer  of  our  state 
grange,  in  1912  he  became  our  Overseer  and  in  1927  he  was  elected  as  the 
Master  of  Pennsylvania  State  Grange.

Bro.  Sharp  Fullerton  moved  that  a  further  explanation  of  Resolution 
No.  37  be  made  to  the  delegate  body.  The  motion  was  seconded  and 
passed.  Bro.  Furman  Gyger,  Jr.,  of  Chester  County,  was  called  upon  to 
explain  what  effect  the  proposed  plan  of  organization  of  Extension  at 
State  College  would  have. 

The  Worthy  Master  recognized  Bro.  Kimble,  representative  of  the 
Farmers  and  Traders  Life  Insurance  Company,  who  presented  a  report  on 
the  business  transacted  by  that  company.  He  said,  "for  every  $100  of 
liabilities,  the  company  has  assets  of  $108.80.  Capital  and  surplus  amounted 
to  $765,027,  and  total  assets  were  $10,404,382.  Today  the  company  has 
approximately  37,000  policyholders,  and  since  its  organization  policyholders 
and  beneficiaries  have  received  in  excess  of  $6,500,000. 

It  was  moved  by  G.  M.  Griffin,  seconded  by  W.  S.  Fullerton,  that  4^ 
per  mile  one  way  be  granted  as  mileage  to  the  delegates.   Motion  passed. 

A  pageant  commemorating  the  lives  and  the  work  of  the  Seven 
Founders  of  the  Order  of  the  Patrons  of  Husbandry  was  rendered  by  a 
group  of  ladies  from  the  Crawford  County  Pomona  Grange. 


REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

On  December  12,  1940,  the  State  Master  and  Executive  Committee  met 
at  Sterling  Hotel,  in  Wilkes-Barre.    The  Committee  was  organized  for  the 
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year  with  Albert  E.  Madigan,  Chairman,  and  G.  M.  Griffin,  Secretary.    A 
discussion  of  plans  for  the  year  followed. 

On  January  20,  1941,  a  meeting  was  held  in  Harrisburg.  At  that  time 
Kenzie  S.  Bagshaw  was  appointed  Editor-in  Chief  of  Pennsylvania  Grange 
News  at  $400.00  per  year,  and  Miles  Horst,  Associate  Editor  at  $600.00 
per  year.  Miles  Horst  was  appointed  Legislative  Representative  at  $600.00 
per  year.  It  was  decided  to  continue  the  same  rate  of  remuneration  for 
organization  of  New  Subordinate  Granges  ($20.00),  $10.00  for  reorganiza- 
tion, and  $5.00  for  Juvenile  Granges.  The  expenditure  of  not  more  than 
$25.00  as  prizes  for  a  Lecturer's  Planning  Contest  was  authorized. 

At  this  meeting  the  budget  for  the  current  year  was  adopted,  and  the 
Executive  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  that  we  have  kept  within  that 
budget  and  that  a  substantial  savings  have  been  made  in  several  items. 

On  April  5  a  meeting  was  held  in  Harrisburg  at  which  time  Rev. 
Ross  M.  Haverfield  was  appointed  to  serve  as  Chaplain  until  the  next  ses- 
sion of  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death 
of  Rev.  Fred  Norris.  The  Executive  Committee  requested  Brother  Haver- 
field to  prepare  a  memorial  service  in  memory  of  Bro.  Fred  Norris  to  be 
presented  at  Pomona  and  Subordinate  meetings,  and  we  also  suggested 
that  a  free  will  offering  be  taken  for  the  purpose  of  extending  to  Mrs. 
Norris  and  her  children  the  friendship  and  good  will  of  the  Granges. 

The  expenditure  of  $350.00  granted  by  the  Grange  Mutual  Casualty 
Insurance  Company  was  authorized  for  membership  promotion. 

On  June  20  the  Committee  met  at  Harrisburg  and  went  over  the 
various  details  of  Group  Hospitalization  with  representatives  of  the  six 
groups  operating  in  Pennsylvania,  and  arrangements  were  completed 
whereby  the  benefits  of  Group  Hospitalization  will  be  made  available  to 
our  Grange  members.  Your  Committee  recommends  that  our  membership 
take  advantage  of  this  service.   ■ 

Your  Executive  Committee  is  again  pleased  to  report  to  you  that  1941 
was  an  unusually  successful  year  for  the  Farmers  and  Traders  Life 
Insurance  Company.  Due  to  the  high  type  of  risk  which  the  Company 
has  insured,  its  mortality  rate  has  been  considerably  below  the  average 
for  other  legal  reserve  companies;  and  since  the  mortality  rate  has  a 
direct  bearing  upon  the  rates  charged  by  companies,  the  Farmers  and 
Traders  Life  Insurance  Company  is  in  a  position  to  provide  safe  and  sound 
life  insurance  protection  to  its  patrons  at  an  extremely  low  rate.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE  COMMITTEE 


We  are  at  war!  The  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  at  its  69th  Annual 
session  pledges  its  loyalty  and  support  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States  and  the  people  thereof  in  this  time  of  the  nation's  peril.  Agriculture, 
as  always  in  a  national  crisis,  will  furnish  its  full  measure  of  sacrifice  in 
added  "toil  and  blood  and  tears". 

From  sunrise  to  sunset,  through  summer's  heat  and  winter's  icy  blasts 
agriculture  will  toil  to  provide  food  for  our  gallant  men  in  arms,  for  our 
people  and  for  our  allies.  We  shall  never  say  that  our  selfish  interests 
must  be  served  even  in  the  face  of  a  national  emergency.  To  give  less 
than  a  supreme  effort  is  treason  to  the  land  that  gave  asylum  to  our 
fathers  and  their  fathers  before  them  who  sought  these  hospitable  shores  in 
quest  of  religious  and  political  freedom.   We  shall  not  fail  them. 

Non-Defense  Spending 

The  Grange  is  now  opposed  to  the  further  spending  of  federal  funds 
for  non-defense  projects.  Congress  should  provide  funds  only  for  such 
purposes  as  are  necessary  for  national  defense. 

Strike  Control  Legislation 

The  Grange  approves  the  action  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in 
passing  the  recent  Smith  bill  to  prevent  and  control  strikes  in  defense 
industries.  Agriculture  has  long  felt  uneasy  over  the  attitude  of  certain 
selfish,  short-sighted  and  un-American  racketeers  of  labor  who  are  willing 
to  imperil  the  safety  of  our  Army,  Navy  and  our  country  for  selfish 
motives.  The  Grange  has  no  patience  with  any  Labor  Leader  who  says, 
"The  work  of  organizing  the  unorganized  must  not  stop  even  for  the 
present  national  emergency."  With  such  questionable  leadership  for  labor, 
the  Grange  advocates  the  enactment  of  legislation  by  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  to  protect  agriculture,  business  and  labor  itself  from  the 
predatory  acts  of  irresponsible  labor  chiefs.  We  therefore  urge  the  Senate 
to  concur  in  the  House  action. 

Federal  Regulation  and  Control 

We  vigorously  oppose  the  program  of  National  Socialization  of  land 
as  instituted  under  the  provisions  of  Act  74  of  the  Seventy-seventh 
Congress,  relating  to  wheat  marketing  quotas  under  the  Agricultural 
Adjustment  Act  of  1938  as  amended.  We  further  demand  the  repeal  of 
this  Act  for  the  following  reasons: 

(1)  It  gives  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  Legislative  powers 
which  the  Constitution  reserves  for  Congress. 

(2)  It  illegally  attempts  to  confiscate  growers  property  without 
due  process  of  law. 

(3)  It  deprives  farmers  of  their  property  by  imposing  an  illegal 
lien  upon  it. 

(4)  In  denying  the  grower  the  right  to  feed,  plant  or  otherwise 
use  alleged  surpluses  or  any  other  portion  of  this  crop  until  the  penal- 
ties are  satisfied,  it  violates  the  Bill  of  Rights  embodied  in  the  first 
ten  amendments  to  our  Constitution. 

(5)  It  is  impractical  and  visionary  in  that  it  attempts  to  improve 
upon  God's  law  of  supply  and  demand. 
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(6)  It  is  unworkable  unless  applied  to  all  contemporary  products. 
This  will  mean  National  Socialism  as  inaugurated  by  Hitler  in  1934. 

(7)  The  Grange  has  been  consistent  in  its  opposition  to  price- 
fixing,  and  guaranteed  loan  rates  constitute  price  fixing. 

(8)  To  accept  the  principle  of  penalties  for  over  production  is 
to  accept  its  converse  or  the  possibility  of  penalties  for  failure  to  meet 
quota  allotments. 

(9)  The  historical  record  shows  unmistakably  that  mankind 
advances  in  about  a  direct  ratio  to  the  discipline  man  is  willing  to 
impose  on  himself.  Compulsory  marketing  quotas  destroy  self-dis- 
cipline, initiative,  and  pride  and  love  for  personal  achievement. 

We  believe  that  eventually  the  present  Agricultural  Adjustment  pro- 
gram must  be  completely  re-directed,  looking  toward  expanded  production 
of  farm  materials  suitable  to  the  nation's  needs.  To  this  end  we  endorse 
the  principles  of  more  industrial  uses  for  farm  products  and,  more  crops 
suitable  for  industrial  uses,  as  set  forth  in  the  ideas  of  chemurgy. 

WE  FAVOR  the  vigorous  prosecution  of  research  to  introduce  new 
crops  into  Pennsylvania  agriculture,  particularly  of  kinds  for  non-food 
markets.  We  specifically  endorse  the  principles  of  HR  4591  and  S  1821,  the 
bills  now  before  Congress  to  provide  funds  for  new  crop  research.  We 
believe  it  would  be  false  economy  not  to  support  research  to  create  the 
new  wealth  the  nation  will  need  to  pay  for  war  and  reconstruction. 

Social  Security 

The  Grange  has  consistently  opposed  the  extension  of  Social  Security 
and  again  re-affirms  its  attitude  to  a  contemplated  extension  of  this  Act 
and  an  increase  in  the  rates.  The  extension  would  fall  heavily  on  Agricul- 
ture which  would  not  stand  to  benefit  greatly  from  it. 

Ceiling  on  Prices 

The  Grange  does  not  favor  the  enactment  of  any  legislation  that  will 
put  a  ceiling  on  farm  prices  unless  the  cost  of  production  and  price  ratio 
make  it  possible  for  the  farmer  to  secure  an  equitable  share  of  the  national 
income. 

Milk  Control 

We  see  no  reason  at  this  time  to  change  the  policy  on  Milk  Control 
by  the  state  in  its  various  phases  from  the  clear  statement  of  policy  adopted 
at  the  68th  Session  of  the  Grange  at  Wilkes-Barre  in  1940. 

Marketing  Agreements 

We  favor  the  policy  of  marketing  agreements  which  are  arrived  at  by 
the  mutual  agreement  of  the  buyer  and  seller,  individually  or  collectively 
and  respects  the  rights  of  the  individual. 

Milk  Sanitation 

At  the  1939  Session  of  the  State  Grange  held  at  Chambersburg  the 
State  Grange  adopted  a  policy  on  Milk  Sanitation. 

We  feel  that  in  the  light  of  present  developments  this  general  policy  is 
the  soundest  solution  to  this  troublesome  public  question. 
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Oleomargarine  should  be  sold  on  its  own  merits.  It  must  not  be 
permitted  to  contain  either  coloring  or  flavoring  matter  which  may  lead 
consumers  to  confuse  oleomargarine  with  butter  by  making  it  to  resemble 
butter.  We  are  opposed  to  recent  steps  taken  by  federal  agencies  which 
open  an  unfair  competition  between  these  two  products. 

We  further  oppose  the  practice  of  permitting  Federal  government 
officials  to  lend  aid  to  producers  of  oleomargarine  by  joining  in  radio 
broadcasts,  in  new  releases  and  otherwise  in  influencing  the  public  in  the 
greater  use  of  their  product. 

Agricultural  Research 

It  is  evident  that  to  sustain  and  expand  the  fields  of  agricultural 
interests  of  this  Keystone  State,  we  must  maintain  adequate  facilities  and 
competent  personnel  for  increased  experimentation  and  research. 

The  work  of  the  extension  service  of  the  School  of  Agriculture  should 
be  based  on  factual  information  dealing  with  economic  production  and  pro- 
cessing of  marketable  crops  and  livestock.  The  present  budget  of  our 
experiment  station  is  wholly  inadequate  to  provide  the  necessary  equipment 
and  men  for  this  service. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  Grange  go  on  record  as  favoring  a 
special  appropriation  specifically  designated  for  this  purpose,  a  sum  of 
money  adequate  to  give  agriculture  in  Pennsylvania  the  same  advantages 
now  enjoyed  by  neighboring  states.

Resolution  No.  1 — Presented  by  Clarion  County  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  we  believe  that  the  privilege  of  voting  should  carry  with  it 
a  sense  of  responsibility  and  that  a  poll  tax  as  a  requisite  to  voting  would 
engender  such  a  sense  of  responsibility,  and  therefore 

We  the  members  of  Clarion  Pomona  are  resolved  that  a  tax  should  be 
required  of  every  elector  before  he  or  she  may  cast  a  vote. 

Approved  by  committee. 

Action  of  committe  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  3 — Presented  by   Clarion  County   Pomona  Grange 

Resolved,  that  Clarion  County  Pomona  #27  protest  the  going  on  of 
Daylight  Saving  Time  as  detrimental  to  the  Farmer,  school  children  must 
leave  home  before  daylight  in  the  morning. 

The  intent  of  this  resolution  is  in  line  with  Grange  policy,  and  is  there- 
fore approved  by  committee. 

Action  of  committee  sustained. 
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Whereas,  the  Communist  Party  advocates  principles  of  Government 
at  variance  with  our  democratic  form  of  Government, 

Be  it  resolved,  that  we  send  letters  to  our  legislators  asking  them  to 
support  the  bill  outlawing  the  Communist  Party  in  Pennsylvania. 

A  law  carrying  the  intent  of  this  resolution  is  now  on  the  statute  books 
of  the  Commonwealth.  The  committee  recommends  the  resolution  be 
dropped. 

Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  6 — Presented  by  Clarion  County  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  The  Bill  of  Rights  which  is  a  part  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
U.  S.  gives  the  right  of  freedom  to  worship,  freedom  of  speech  and  freedom 
of  the  press. 

We  recommend  that  freedom  of  work  be  added  and  that  our  President 
add  this  as  a  fourth  aim  of  world  peace. 

The  committee  recommends  that  this  resolution  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Action  of  committee  not  sustained. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  resolution  be  adopted  in  principle. 
The  motion  carried. 

Resolution  No.  7 — Presented  by  Clarion  County   Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  strikes  sponsored  by  labor  unions  have  slowed  up  defense 
production. 

Be  it  Resolved,  that  this  Pomona  Grange  go  on  record  as  condemning 
such  un-American  activities  and  being  in  favor  of  suspending  activities  of 
all  labor  unions  for  the  duration  of  the  war,  if  stoppage  of  vital  work  can- 
not be  prevented  in  any  other  way. 

Approved  by  Committee,  and  covered  in  general  report. 

Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  12 — Presented  by  Clinton  County  Pomona  Grange 

That  Pomona  Grange  No.  29  fully  endorses  the  challenge  made  by 
Louis  J.  Taber,  Master  of  the  National  Grange,  in  his  speech  at  Worcester, 
Mass.,  to  the  American  people  to  stop  the  struggle  for  prices,  wages  and 
profits,  and  help  the  government  achieve  unlimited  defense  production,  and 
redeem  its  pledge  of  material  aid  to  those  fighting  Hitler. 

And  that  no  person  has  the  right  by  word  or  deed  to  slow  up  production 
in  national  defense,  or  to  check  the  flow  of  material  that  our  government 
has  solemnly  promised  to  Britain  and  her  Allies. 

That  Pomona  No.  29  pledges  its  support  to  the  President  in  his  efforts 
to  solve  amicably  the  serious  problems  which  face  him  and  the  entire 
country  at  this  time. 

Approved  by  committee. 

Action  of  committee  sustained. 
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Kesolution  No.  13 — Presented  by  Lackawanna  County  Pomona  Grange 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  exists  a  wide  discrimination  in  the  in- 
spection of  the  dairy  barns  and  equipment  in  the  production  of  milk, 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  by  the  Lackawanna  County  Pomona  Grange 
No.  45,  in  regular  session  on  this  12th  day  of  November,  1941,  go  on  record 
favoring  legislation  that  inspection  of  all  dairy  animals,  dairy  barns,  and 
equipment  be  uniform  throughout  the  state. 

Be  it  further  Resolved,  that  this  inspection  be  made  by  a  qualified 
veterinarian  approved  by  the  state. 

Be  it  further  Resolved,  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  veterinarian  to 
make  all  tests  for  health,  tuberculosis,  and  Bangs  disease. 

Be  it  further  Resolved,  that  the  expense  of  these  tests  and  inspections 
be  borne  entirely  by  the  state. 

Approved  by  committee  in  line  with  statement  made  in  general  report. 
Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  15 — Presented  by  Mercer  County  Pomona  Grange 

Inasmuch  as  the  Federal  Government  has  proposed  the  establishment 
of  a  ceiling  price  on  all  farm  products,  and  cognizant  of  the  current  high 
cost  of  production  of  farm  products. 

Be  it  resolved.  That  Mercer  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  25  go  on  record 
protesting  the  establishment  of  a  ceiling  price  on  all  farm  products,  and 
that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  forwarded  to  the  session  of  the  State 
Grange  meeting  of  December  9,  1941,  at  Uniontown,  Pa.

Whereas,  the  Federal  Food  Administration  under  the  supervision  of 
Paul  V.  NcNutt  has  recently  adopted  standards  and  definitions  for  oleomar- 
garine permitting  manufacturers  to  add  butter  coloring,  and  a  butter  flavor 
called  diacytal  to  their  product,  and  also  permitting  them  to  likewise  fortify 
oleo  with  certain  vitamins,  and  to  use  a  preservative  in  it  so  it  will  keep 
better; 

And  whereas,  we  believe  that  oleo  should  be  sold  only  on  its  own 
merits,  and  not  in  imitation  of  butter; 

Therefore,  Be  it  resolved,  by  Crawford  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  26 
that  the  coming  session  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  be  asked  to 
propose  and  support  legislation  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  pro- 
hibiting the  manufacture  of  oleo  containing  any  flavoring  or  other  substance 
peculiar  to  butter,  or  artificial  coloring  which  through  long  continued  usage 
has  become  associated  with  butter. 

Approved  by  the  committee. 

Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  20 — Presented  by  Erie  County  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  our  government  is  asking  farmers,  in  the  name  of  defense, 
for  increased  production  on  certain  commodities. 
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And  whereas,  Milk  and  milk  products  are  stressed  for  increased  pro- 
duction and  we  have  in  Pennsylvania  a  Milk  Control  Commission  supposed 
to  regulate  and  stabilize  the  price  to  producers  and  the  law  under  which 
they  are  authorized  to  do  this  states  that  the  producer  is  to  get  a  reason- 
able return  for  his  milk  which  shall  not  be  less  than  the  cost  of  production 
plus  a  profit. 

And  whereas,  we  have  recently  had  an  investigation  into  the  cost  of 
producing  milk  by  Dean  Fletcher  of  the  School  of  Agriculture  and  his 
findings  were  that  it  costs  $3.03  to  produce  100  pounds  of  3.5%  milk  for  the 
seven  winter  months. 

Therefore,  Be  it  resolved,  that  Pomona  Grange  No.  4,  in  meeting 
December  fourth,  go  on  record  as  insisting  that  the  Control  Commission 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  Control  Law  as  far  as  securing  the 
cost  of  production  to  the  producers  of  the  state  is  concerned. 

And  furthermore,  Be  it  resolved,  that  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the 
State  Grange  meeting  at  Uniontown  with  the  request  from  the  Erie 
County  Pomona  that  the  state  Grange  do  everything  within  their  power 
to  see  that  the  provisions  of  the  law  are  carried  out. 

Approved  by  committee  in  line  with  Grange  policy. 

Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  23 — Presented  by  Montgomery  County  Pomona  Grange 

Resolved,  we  the  members  of  Keystone  Grange  No.  2  of  Montgomery 
County  would  go  on  record  in  opposition  to  any  proposed  Congressional 
legislation  that  aims  to  fix  the  price  of  Agricultural  commodities  unless 
the  prices  of  all  commodities  as  well  as  wages  and  profits,  are  "fixted" 
at  the  same  time. 

Not  approved  by  committee. 

Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  24 — Presented  by  Pomona  No.  70  Lower  Northumberland  & 

Snyder  Co. 

Resolved,  that  we  go  on  record  as  being  opposed  to  the  wheat  referen- 
drum  in  Pennsylvania  and  the  penalty  on  excess  wheat  for  feeding  purposes. 
We  are  asked  to  increase  production  for  defense  and  decrease  feed  grain 
for  producing  same. 

Approved  by  committee. 
Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  27 — Presented  by  Bedford  County  Pomona  Grange 

Resolved,  that  we  support  those  plans  advanced  by  Ex-President 
Herbert  Hoover  for  relieving  starvation  among  the  women  and  children  of 
the  war  torn  countries  of  Europe.  Resolved  further,  that  this  resolution  be 
sent  to  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  at  Uniontown,  Pa. 

Passed  by  Bedford  County  Pomona  Grange  Number  Twenty-four  in 
session  at  Everett,  December  4,  1941. 

Since  this  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Bedford  County  Pomona 
Grange,  America  has  been  forced  into  the  war,  and  due  to  this  your 
committee  deems  it  inadvisable  to  take  action  on  this  resolution.

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Resolution  No.  29 — Presented  by  Bedford  County  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  the  Legislature  has  provided  for  the  erection  of  snow 
fences  to  protect  our  highways  from  drifts  during  the   winter  months, 

He  it  resolved,  that  when  adjacent  property  owners  so  desire,  said  act 
be  amended  so  that  these  fences  be  erected  to  remain  up  during  the  wish  of 
the  adjacent  property  owner. 

Passed  by  Bedford  County  Pomona  Grange  Number  Twenty-four  at 
Everett,  Pa.,  December  4,  1941. 

Approved  by  committee. 

Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  30 — Presented  by   Bedford  County  Pomona  Grange 

Resolved,  that  this  Bedford  County  Pomona  Grange  Number  twenty^ 
four  in  session  at  Everett,  December  4,  1941  is  strongly  opposed  to  the  sale 
of  intoxicating  liquors  in  Military  Camps  and  adjacent  areas,  and  th'j 
advertising  of  same  in  newspapers,  billboards  and  over  the  radio. 

Resolved  further,  that  a  petition  be  forwarded  to  United  States 
Senators  Davis  and  Guffey  urging  their  support  of  Senate  Bill  No.  S.  860. 

Approved  by  committee  in  principle. 

Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  31 — Presented  by  Fayette  County  Pomona  Grange 

At  a  regular  meeting  of  Fayette  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  49,  held 
October  11,  1941,  the  following  Resolution  was  offered  and  unanimously 
passed,  to- wit: 

Resolved,  That  Fayette  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  49  endorse  and 
recommend  that  a  Sales'  Tax  for  educational  purposes  be  introduced  into 
our  next  session  of  the  Legislature,  and  that  its  passage  be  supported  and 
urged. 

The  Committee  does  not  approve  this  resolution  because  it  is  not 
specific. 

Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  32 — Presented  by  Indiana  County  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  A  number  of  resolutions  and  bills  have  been  introduced  into 
the  First  Session  of  the  77th  Congress  proposing  to  regulate  and  control 
the  management,  cutting,  marketing,  and  processing  of  the  products  of  all 
privately  owned  forest  land  in  the  United  States  and  its  possessions,  and 

Whereas,  This  proposed  national  legislation  would  authorize  all  the 
organization,  machinery  and  appropriation  of  public  funds  necessary  to  an 
actual  dictatorship  in  this  field,  politically  set  up   and  administered,   and 

Whereas,  This  form  of  regulatory  legislation  would  be  in  direct  viola- 
tion of  State  Rights,  individual  and  corporate  rights  as  conferred  by  the 
Constitution,  and  could  ultimately  result  in  title  to  virtually  all  our 
privately  owned  forest  land  passing  to  the  federal  government,  because  of 
over-burdensome  and  impractical  rules,  regulations,  and  restrictions  im- 
posed upon  forest  land  owners. 

Be  it  therefore  resolved,  That  Indiana  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  58 
hereby  register  our  disapproval  of  such  proposed  legislation  with  particular 
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reference  to  the  following  bills  now  in  Congress:  the  Fulmer  Bill,  H.  R  969- 
the  Pierce  Bills,  H.  R.  3849  and  H.  R.  3850;  and  the  Bankhead  Bill,  S.  2043*, 
and 

Be  it  further  resolved.  That  we  recommend  that  our  Pennsylvania  State 
Grange  in  its  69th  Session  at  Uniontown,  Pa.,  December  9-11,  1941,  go  on 
record  as  being  opposed  to  such  legislation;  and  that  copies  of  this  resolu- 
tion be  sent  to  our  United  State  Senators,  Hon.  James  J.  Davis  and  Hon. 
Jos.  G.  Guffy,  to  all  our  Pennsylvania  Congressmen,  and  given  to  the  press! 

Approved  by  committee. 
Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  34 — Presented  by  Lawrence  County  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  the  open  season  for  the  hunting  of  small  game  is  detrimental 
to  the  interests  of  the  farmer  because;  (1)  during  the  month  of  November 
much  of  the  stock  is  on  pasture;  (2)  it  is  a  busy  season  for  the  farmer;  (3) 
livestock  and  people  in  the  field  are  ofter  injured;  (4)  more  consideration 
should  be  given  the  farmer  who  feeds  the  game;  therefore,  be  it  resolved 
that  we  favor  the  change  of  the  opening  of  the  small  game  season  from 
November  First  to  December  First  and  that  copies  of  the  resolution  be  sent 
to  State  Grange. 

Committee  recommends  resolution  be  amended  to  "opening  of  small 
game  season  on  November  15th". 

Action  of  committee  not  sustained. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  resolution  be  adopted  as  presented. 
The  motion  carried. 

Resolution  No.  35 — Presented  by  Lawrence  County  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  we  believe  that  all  should  do  their  100%  for  the  preservation 
of  the  democracies  of  this  earth,  and  we  believe  that  strikes  are  one  of  the 
greatest  hindrances  to  the  all-out  aid  to  our  friendly  nations;  be  it  resolved 
that  Lawrence  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  65,  assembled  this  December 
Sixth,  ask  our  Senators,  Misters  Davis  and  Guffey,  to  support  the  first 
house  bill  passed  by  The  House  of  Representatives. 

Resolution  approved  by  committee  in  principle. 

Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  8 — Presented  by  Blair  County  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  American  farm  families  and  residents  of  small  towns  depend 
upon  Clear  Channel  Stations  for  virtually  all  of  their  night  time  radio 
service,  and 

Whereas,  current  trends  in  radio  regulation  are  breaking  down  the 
number  of  clear  channel  stations,  thus  reducing  the  service  available  to 
distant  listeners  in  rural  and  remote  areas  of  the  nation. 

Therefore,  Be  it  resolved,  that  we  register  our  opposition  to  the  further 
breakdown  of  clear  channels  and  that  we  direct  our  state  officers  to  put 
forth  their  best  eflPorts,  not  only  to  protect  the  present  service  furnished 
by  clear  channel  stations,  but  also  to  seek  improvement  of  this  radio  service 
to  farm  and  small  town  listeners. 
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Resolutions  No.  8,  11,  14,  21,  28,  33,  and  38,  all  deal  with  the  problem  of 
Clear  Channel  Radio  service  and  all  take  the  same  position  in  opposition  to 
further  interference  with  this  service. 

The  committee  approves  these  resolutions. 

Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  11— Presented  by  Centre  County  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  Patrons  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  are  familiar  with 
thti  importance  of  radio  to  farmers  throughout  the  State    .    .    .    and 

Whereas,  farm  families  and  residents  of  small  towns  throughout  Penn- 
sylvania are  primarily  dependent  for  their  night-time  radio  pleasure  upon 
stations  known  as  Clear  Channel  Stations,  such  as  WCAU,  KDKA,  WHAM, 
WABC,  WEAF,  WJZ,  and 

Whereas,  the  1941  National.  Grange  legislative  program  includes  a 
radio  plank  containing  the  following:  "With  more  than  70  per  cent  of  the 
farm  homes  of  the  nation  dependent  upon  service  from  'clear  channel' 
radio  stations,  we  urge  that  nothing  be  done  to  curtail  these  stations  in 
order  to  give  more  service  to  the  big  cities,  which  are  already  well  sup- 
plied," and 

Whereas,  the  National  Grange  Monthly,  official  publication  of  the 
National  Grange,  discussed  in  considerable  detail  in  the  October  1941  issue 
—developments  in  broadcasting  that  are  depriving  rural  and  small-town 
listeners  of  radio  service  through  a  breakdown  in  the  number  of  Clear 
Channel  Stations;  now,  therefore 

Be  it  Resolved,  that  we,  the  patrons  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange, 
do  hereby  laud  and  approve  of  the  actions  of  our  national  officers  in  pre- 
senting factual  information  concerning  these  trends,  and  we  direct  our 
state  officers  to  urge  upon  our  national  officers  an  aggressive  program 
aimed  to  stop  the  breakdown  in  the  number  of  Clear  Channel  Stations  so 
American  farm  families  will  not  suffer  a  further  diminution  of  their 
radio  service. 

The  contents  of  Resolution  No.  14,  presented  by  Lebanon  County  Po- 
mona Grange;  Resolution  No.  21,  presented  by  Erie  County  Pomona  Grange; 
and  Resolution  No.  38,  presented  by  Montgomery  County  Pomona  Grange, 
were  exactly  the   same  as  Resolution  No.  11. 

Resolution  No.  28— Presented  by  Bedford  County  Pomona  Grange 

In  cooperation  with  the  National  Grange  program  we  recommend  the 
continuation  of  Clear  Channel  Radio  Stations  so  that  the  rural  people  may 
enjoy  the  privilege  of  receiving  the  National  hookups,  and  oppose  the 
elimination  of  any  more  of  the  said  stations. 

Resolved,  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  forwarded  to  the  Pennsyl- 
vania State  Grange  at  Uniontown,  December  9-11,  1941,  and  to  the 
Federal  Communications  Commission  at  Washington,  D.  C. 

Passed  by  Bedford  County  Pomona  Grange  Number  twenty-four  in 
session  at  Everett,  Pa.,  December  4,  1941. 

Resolution  No.  33— Presented  by  Allegheny  County  Pomona  Grange. 

Whereas,  we  believe  State  Grange  is  in  a  much  better  position  for 
thorough  investigation  of  the  threatened  curtailment  of  rural  radio  service 
by  the  lessening  of  the  clear  channel  radio  stations, 


Be  it  resolved,  that  we  support  the  action  of  Pennsylvania  State  Grange 
on  this  issue,  and  said  resolution  be  forwarded  to  State  Grange. 


C.  Paul  Lied  of  Berks  County  asked  for  unanimous  consent  to  present 
another  resolution.  There  was  no  objection.  Bro.  Lied  presented  Resolution 
No.  39: 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  Special  Session  of  the  State  Legislature 
will  be  called  in  the  near  future  for  the  purpose  of  deciding  upon  the  re- 
apportionment of  the  Congressional  Districts  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Whereas,  Pennsylvania  Agriculture  is  the  only  Billion  Dollar  industry 
in  the  state  and  should  be  well  represented  in  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  and 

Whereas,  Agriculture  is  always  the  basic  industry  and  is  responsible 
for  the  welfare  of  all  other  groups,  and  especially  during  this  period  of 
international  crisis. 

Be  it  resolved,  that  State  Grange  go  on  record  that  in  the  re-apportion- 
ment of  the  Congressional  Districts,  rural  sections  should  not  be  affected 
adversely. 

It  was  moved  by  Bro.  John  A.  McSparran,  and  duly  seconded,  that  the 
resolution  be  amended  to  read,  "We  favor  a  redistribution  of  our  Congress- 
men on  the  basis  of  population".  The  motion  carried,  and  the  resolution 
was  adopted  as  amended.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  DAIRY  INTERESTS 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

Pennsylvania,  rightly  named  "The  Keystone  State",  is  known  through- 
out the  nation  as  a  great  industrial  and  agricultural  state.  The  products 
of  its  farms  are  varied  and  great.  Ranking  near  the  top  in  the  quantity 
of  dairy  products,  it  is  unexcelled  in  the  quality  of  its  dairy  herds  and  the 
quality  of  the  products  from  these  herds. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  dairying  is  a  major  industry  in  the  Com- 
monwealth, it  is  only  partly  organized.  It  has  been  clearly  manifest  in 
the  industrial  world  that  organization  is  synonymous  with  strength,  and 
therefore  we  believe  it  behooves  every  clear  thinking  dairyman  to  im- 
mediately become  affiliated  with  a  recognized  milk  producing  cooperative. 

The  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  has  quoted  consistently  and  properly 
gone  on  record  as  opposed  to  any  form  of  price  control.  We  believe  the  only 
alternative  for  price  control  is  voluntary  and  proper  organization  of  the 
entire  milk  industry.  Then,  and  not  until  then,  can  the  Legislative  books 
be  erased  of  the  most  controversial  subject  of  price  control.  Then  the 
Pennsylvania  dairyman  would  be  in  a  position  to  demand  and  receive  a 
just  return  for  a  product  so  vital  and  necessary  to  the  health  and  well- 
being  of  every  man,  woman,  and  child. 

We  believe  sanitary  inspection  regulations  are  too  numerous  and  in 
many  instances  ridiculous.  We  know  there  are  many  duplications  of  in- 
spections which  are  costly  and  the  burden  of  which  ultimately  falls  on  the 
consumer  or  producer  or  both. 

We  support  and  urge  reducing  to  a  minimum  the  number  of  farm 
inspections  necessary  to  maintain  the  satisfactory  quality  of  the  milk  for 
consumers.  We  also  urge  that  distributor  and  municipality  inspectors  work 
toward  a  uniform  interpretation  of  sanitary  regulations  as  are  now  in 
effect. 

We  have  questioned  in  the  past  and  question  now  "the  Good  Neighbor 
Policy"  of  the  Federal  Government,  believing  it  is  with  the  nation  as  with 
the  individual,  "Charity  begins  at  Home".  The  measure  with  which  we  are 
able  to  fraternize  with  others  depends  upon  the  prosperity,  calm  and  peace 
of  mind  of  our  own  people. 

We  would  request  and  even  demand  that  governmental  agencies  pub- 
lishing literature  on  foods  and  their  preparation  should  leave  from  such 
literature  any  recommendation  for  dairy  substitutes,  since  it  has  been 
clearly  demonstrated  times  innumerable  there  are  no  healthful  substitutes 
for  dairy  products. 

Lastly,  we  are  certain  that  the  Pennsylvania  dairyman,  beset  with 
regulations  fair  or  otherwise,  trade  policies  which  may  be  detrimental 
to  their  welfare,  lack  of  efficient  organization,  and  unanimity  of  thought, 
will  to  a  man,  with  no  thought  of  individual  reward,  join  hand  in  hand 
to  produce  to  the  limit  those  products  so  necessary  for  the  defense  of  a 
nation  that  has  never  been,  nor  will  be,  second  to  none.

REPORT  OF  THE  HOME  ECONOMICS  COMMITTEE 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Patrons  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange : 

We,  the  Home  Economics  Committee  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange, 
submit  to  you  the  following  report  of  the  work  of  the  Subordinate  and 
Pomona  Home  Economics  Committees  for  the  year  1941. 

As  nearly  as  can  be  determined  from  the  reports  of  the  Pomona 
Chairman,  there  is  in  each  Pomona  and  Subordinate  Grange  an  active 
Home  Economics  Committee,  holding  meetings  at  regular  intervals. 

Copies  of  the  leaflet  suggesting  goals,  projects,  and  duties  for  our 
Committees  were  sent  early  in  the  year  to  each  Pomona  chairman  to  be 
further  distributed  to  Subordinate  chairmen.  Additional  suggestions  were 
given  in  letters  and  through  the  Homemaker's  Page  of  Pennsylvania  Grange 

News. 

Much  was  done  by  the  Granges  under  the  leadership  of  their  Home 
Economics  Committee  toward  accomplishing  the  goals  set  earlier  in  the 
year. 

Courtesy  and  hospitality  as  a  first  duty  were  stressed.  As  a  con- 
sequence a  marked  growth  of  friendliness,  particularly  toward  strangers, 
was  noted  in  many  Granges. 

Community  service  was  rendered  through  the  landscaping  and  improv- 
ing of  church  and  school  grounds;  clearing  neglected  cemeteries  of  weeds 
and  brush;  donation  of  dolls  to  a  hospital;  gifts  of  food,  clothing  and 
bedding  to  childrens  homes;  assistance  to  families  whose  homes  were 
destroyed  by  fire;  contributions  to  Community  Chests,  Red  Cross,  Tuber- 
culosis Associations;  and  numerous  other  projects. 

The  sponsoring  of  Youth  Clubs,  the  construction  of  a  tennis  court,  the 
donation  of  money  and  labor  toward  a  community  play  house,  the  organiza- 
tion of  baseball  teams,  choral  societies,  dramatic  groups,  were  some  of  the 
methods  taken  toward  accomplishing  our  goal  of  "a  sound  and  satisfying 
social  life  for  the  community." 

Interest  of  the  young  people  in  Home  Economics  was  stimulated  by 
such  activities  as  needlework  guilds,  4  H  Clubs,  Campfire  Girls  groups. 
First  Aid  classes,  and  baking  and  sewing  contests. 

The  Home  Economics  Scholarship  Fund,  which  previously  totalled 
$3,824.28,  was  increased  this  year  by  contributions  amounting  to  $93.44. 
Allegheny  County  gave  $43.29  of  this  amount  and  Fayette  County,  $38.00. 
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The  cooperative  effort  of  the  Granges  in  doing  these  things  together 
with  Red  Cross  sewing,  Bundles  for  Britain,  aluminum  collection,  and  many, 
many  other  projects  lent  very  materially  to  a  spirit  of  harmony  in  the 
Grange  which  was  another  of  our  goals. 

The  awards  for  the  outstanding  community  service,  which  was  termed 
our  Diamond  Jubilee  Service,  were  made  as  follows: 

First,  Perryopolis  Grange  No.   1487,  Fayette  County — $10.00. 

Second,  Richland  Grange  No.  1206,  Upper  Bucks  County — $5.00. 

The  Home  Economics  Committees  were  very  zealous  in  raising  money 
for  the  improvement  of  Grange  halls.  Dinners,  festivals,  sales  of  articles 
on  a  percentage  basis,  auction  and  rummage  sales,  community  fairs,  food 
sales,  plays,  and  talent  socials  were  among  the  methods  used  in  raising 
money.  These  activities  served  a  double  purpose,  providing  fun  as  well 
as  funds. 

The  State  Home  Economics  Committee  appreciates  the  fine  cooperation 
of  the  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Committees  throughout  the  state;  also, 
the  fine  support  that  Grangers  have  given  to  work  sponsored  by  these 
committees. 

We  suggest  that  the  work  might  be  facilitated  if  Subordinate  Masters 
make  their  committee  appointments  as  soon  as  they  take  office  and  send  the 
name  and  address  of  the  chairman  of  the  Home  Economics  Committee  to 
their  Pomona  Secretary  so  that  there  may  be  no  delay  in  providing  the 
committees  with  suggestions  for  the  year's  work. 

Because  we  believe  that  Home  Economics  is  an  important  branch  of 
Grange  work  and  can  be  of  especial  service  during  this  national  crisis  in 
building  and  maintaining  morale  through  recreational  work,  community 
welfare  enterprise  and  especially  in  stressing  the  real  values  in  the  home, 
we  solicit  your  continued  and  increased  interest.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  JUVENILE  GRANGES 

Nearly  two  centuries  have  passed  since  our  founding  fathers  set  this 
government  on  its  course,  a  course  that  in  a  relatively  short  space  of  time 
has  brought  us  to  the  foremost  place  among  the  nations  of  the  world.  Three 
quarters  of  a  century  have  passed  since  the  founders  of  the  Grange  wrote 
the  constitution  under  which  this  order  has  prospered  and  reached  the 
forefront  among  all  agricultural  organizations.  Our  country  has  prospered, 
our  order  has  lived  and  grown,  because  these  wise  and  courageous  men 
looked  forward,  not  back. 

So  we,  the  descendants  of  these  men  of  1776  and  1867,  must  look 
forward  today,  far  forward  beyond  these  hovering  clouds,  and  build  for  the 
future. 
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At  the  beginning  of  the  war  England  said,  "Our  first  thought  and  our 
first  consideration  must  be  for  our  children,  for  only  through  our  children 
can  we  surely  preserve  an  England".  So  today  we  say  to  you  the  first 
thought  and  the  first  consideration  of  America,  the  first  thought  and  the 
first  consideration  of  this  order,  should  be  for  its  children.  We  should  study 
and  work  to  preserve  their  health.  We  should  give  large  consideration  to 
character  building  (one  of  the  greatest  evils  of  war  is  the  moral  breakdown 
that  often  results).  We  should  prepare  their  hearts  and  minds  for  any 
eventuality,  and  most  surely  we  should  train  them  for  wise  and  virtuous 
leadership. 

This  is  not  a  time  for  idle  platitudes.  It  is  a  time  for  decisive  action. 
Our  order  can  and  must  do  something  about  the  health  of  rural  America; 
about  our  rural  schools,  the  character  of  our  teachers  and  the  subject 
matter  presented;  about  our  rural  churches  and  Sunday  schools;  about 
all  the  organizations  that  train  children  for  better  living  and  wiser 
leadership — Scouting,  4  H  Clubs,  Future  Farmers,  etc.  But  especially,  we 
must  do  some  more  constructive  thinking  along  the  line  of  Juvenile  Grange 
work.  We  urge  the  officers  of  this  State  Grange  to  give  more  time  and 
more  thought  and  more  money  to  Juvenile  Grange  work.  We  urge  Pomona 
Masters  and  Lecturers  to  give  it  a  large  place  in  their  thinking,  in  their 
program  planning,  and  budget  building.  We  urge  Subordinate  Masters  and 
members  to  think  of  the  organization  and  continuation  of  Juvenile  Granges 
as  a  very  real  part  of  their  job. 

We  wish  to  call  to  your  attention  some  of  the  recommendations  of 
former  years  which  this  body  has  adopted,  namely:  That  Subordinate 
Granges  recompense  their  Matrons  by  cancelling  their  Subordinate  Grange 
dues  and  by  sending  them  to  the  State  Conference  of  Lecturers  and 
Matrons.  That  Pomona  Granges  make  the  organization  of  at  least  one 
Juvenile  their  first  project  for  the  year;  that  they  add  five  dollars  to  the 
sum  received  by  Deputies  for  the  organization  of  a  Juvenile  Grange. 

We  recommend  that  a  Child  Welfare  Committee  be  immediately  ap- 
pointed in  every  Subordinate  Grange,  whether  or  not  there  are  any  children 
in  Grange  families — this  committee  to  study,  not  only  the  possibilities  of 
Juvenile  Grange  work,  but  everything  pertaining  to  the  welfare  and 
training  of  all  the  children  of  the  community. 

We  would  call  to  the  attention  of  Subordinate  Masters  the  fact  that  a 
Juvenile  is  a  real  Grange  organized  under  a  National  Grange  charter; 
that  such  an  organization  cannot  be  disbanded  by  vote  of  the  Subordinate 
Grange,  but  only  through  the  same  orderly  channels  through  which  a 
Subordinate  would  cease  to  exist. 

Old  orders  are  passing  away,  a  new  order  is  being  born.  Boys  and 
girls  of  present  day  rural  America  are  going  to  have  a  big  voice  in  building 
this  new  order.  Whether  or  not  they  are  prepared  for  the  task  that  lies 
before  them  depends  upon  us.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MASTER'S  ADDRESS 

We,  the  members  of  this  committee,  having  thoughtfully  studied  the 
Master's  timely  address,  submit  the  following  comments. 

We  wish  to  commend  our  Master  for  this  address  and  believe  every 
Granger  should  read  the  address  in  its  entirety. 

We  agree  that  as  Americans  we  have  always  felt  so  safe  and  secure 
in  our  enjoyment  of  life,  liberty,  and  order,  but  we  are  now  face  to  face 
with  the  perplexities  and  war  problems  that  have  engulfed  other  en- 
lightened nations;  and  we  hope  we  shall  not  be  drawn  into  this  world-wide 
maelstrom  which  leaves  only  sorrow,  misery,  and  poverty  in  its  wake. 

We  concur  that  in  these  present  difficulties  we  must  retain  the  faith 
of  our  fathers,  believe  that  He  who  rules  the  destinies  of  nations  will  still 
continue  to  guide  our  Ship  of  State.  We  believe  that  it  is  necessary  for  all 
Grangers  and  patriotic  citizens  to  strive  for  the  continuance  of  those  basic 
principles  of  freedom  and  democracy  upon  which  our  republic  was  founded. 

We  agree  that  we  must  fortify  ourselves  within. 

We  believe  that  in  the  great  demand  for  workers  in  manufacturing 
plants  and  all  defense  industries,  and  also  on  our  farms  where  there  is  a 
dire  need  of  more  help,  there  should  be  no  idlers.  Only  work  and  frugality 
can  put  us  on  a  safe  and  sound  economic  basis.  In  Granges  where  the 
membership  and  attendance  has  been  weakened  by  members  entering  train- 
ing camps  and  defense  industries,  we  believe  the  officers  of  these  weakened 
Granges  should  willingly  accept  greater  responsibilities  and  carry  on  more 
zealously  their  added  duties  as  readily  as  the  boys  have  answered  the  call 
of  their  country. 

We  also  agree  that  a  better  mutual  understanding  between  producer 
and  consumer  would  result  in  a  financial  saving  for  both.  We  also  believe 
that  the  American  market  should  be  open  first  for  the  American  farmer. 
We  advocate  home  production  and  home  consumption  rather  than  buying  in 
a  foreign  market. 

It  must  be  apparent  by  now  that  farmers  cannot  be  legislated  into 
prosperity  but  that  the  trend  of  legislation  should  be  to  aid  the  farmers 
who  have  the  initiative  to  help  themselves.  We  agree  that  we  should  have 
an  abundance  of  all  food  crops  and  that  the  farmer  should  receive  in  return 
for  these  commodities  a  price  that  is  commensurate  with  the  cost  of  those 
things  which  he  must  purchase,  and  only  in  that  way  can  we  maintain 
that  high  standard  of  living  which  our  American  people  now  enjoy. 
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We  concur  that  all  Federal  and  State  agencies  should  continue  to 
promote  education  along  agricultural  lines. 

We  must  continue  to  oppose  intemperance  in  any  form. 

We  believe  that  if  the  rural  population  of  our  republic  is  to  receive 
a  greater  consideration  in  legislative  problems,  it  can  be  brought  about  only 
by  strong  organization. 

Let  us  be  thankful  for  the  Grange,  which  for  three  quarters  of  a 
century  has  bound  us  together  in  a  spirit  of  unity  and  thoughtfulness  of 
purpose.

The  Constitution  and  By-Laws  Committee  did  not  submit  a  written 
report.  Resolution  No.  22  which  was  referred  to  this  committee  was  as 
follows : 

Resolution  No.  22 — Presented  by  Montgomery  County  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  At  the  Johnstown  Session  of  the  Penna.  State  Grange  in 
1933,  the  following  recommendation  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
Committee  was  enacted  into  law: 

"In  order  to  give  the  State  Grange  more  adequate  funds  for 
extension  and  deputy  work,  we  recommend  that  the  quarterly  dues 
paid  by  the  State  Grange  to  Pomona  Granges  be  reduced  from  four 
and  one-half  to  three  and  one-half  cents  per  member.  The  money 
thus  accruing  to  the  State  Grange  shall  be  kept  in  a  separate  fund 
to  be  used  exclusively  for  deputy  and  extension  work.  It  is  our 
thought  that  these  proposed  changes  should  be  tried  out  during 
an  experimental  period  of  two  years." 

Whereas,  many  Pomona  Granges  were  given  a  financial  set-back  by 
this  action,  in  that  the  cut  went  into  effect  at  once  on  several  quarters 
past  due,  and 

Whereas,  the  Pomonas  were  deprived  of  three  entire  quarterly  pay- 
ments by  action  of  State  Session  at  Chambersburg  in  December,  1939,  thus 
depreciating  Pomona  treasuries. 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved,  by  Montgomery  County  Pomona  Grange 
No.  8  that  we  petition  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  to  restore  to  the 
Pomona  Granges  the  payment  of  four  and  one-half  cents  per  member  each 
quarter,  instead  of  the  three  and  one-half  cents,  now  being  paid. 

Not  approved  by  committee. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  committee's  recommendation  be 
not  sustained.    Motion  was  defeated. 

Action  of  committee  sustained.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSERVATION 

This  great  National  Emergency  in  which  we  find  ourselves  proves  the 
need  of  a  sound  policy  of  conservation  such  as  the  Grange  has  always 
advocated.  If  our  soil  and  all  of  our  other  national  resources  had  been 
depleted  how  could  we  respond  to  the  call  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
for  increased  production  of  the  neeeded  commodities. 

Therefore,  we  urge  the  continuation  of  a  policy  that  will  maintain  the 
fertility  and  prevent  the  erosion  of  our  soils.  The  reforestation  of  land 
which  is  not  suitable  for  agriculture  and  the  conservation  of  all  natural 
resources  that  are  not  needed  in  the  immediate  defense  of  our  country. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  about  forty  per  cent  of  our  boys  have  failed  to 
pass  their  physical  examination  for  military  service,  we  feel  that  we  can 
aid  in  defense  by  conserving  the  health  of  our  people.  Much  can  be  done  in 
this  respect  by  correct  diet.  We  suggest  that  the  Grange  Lecturers 
conduct  more  programs  on  nutrition. 

In  view  of  the  fact  noted  by  one  of  our  speakers  that  ten  adults  from 
one  of  our  cities  had  seven  children  while  ten  from  the  country  had 
fourteen,  we  must  face  the  fact  that  much  of  the  responsibility  for  our 
future  generations  rests  upon  the  rural  people.  Let  us  strive  to  conserve 
the  democratic  principles  upon  which  our  country  stands  against  the 
insidious  propoganda  tending  toward  weakening  the  moral  fiber  of  our 
people,  especially  those  of  immature  age. 

Realizing  that  what  we  call  our  material  possessions  are  only  placed 
in  our  trust  by  our  Creator  and  that  we  are  responsible  for  the  condition  in 
which  they  will  be  given  to  future  generations,  let  us  labor  as  good 
husbandmen  and  matrons  that  they  may  receive  them  unspoiled  from  our 
hands.

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Since  no  resolutions  have  been  referred  to  your  committee,  we  feel 
that  the  fruit  growers  of  Pennsylvania  must  be  satisfied  with  the  present 
conditions,  and  we  believe  that  they  will  improve  even  more  in  the  near 
future  under  the  present  situation.  We  also  feel  that  the  fruit  growers 
should  not  relax  their  vigilance  in  producing  a  better  grade  of  fruits. 

We  urge  an  active,  well  supported  advertising  program  to  tell  the 
story  and  to  promote  the  use  of  our  home  grown  fruits  and  vegetables. 

The  planting  of  shrubbery  around  our  home,  church,  school,  and 
grange  lawns  should  be  encouraged  to  inculcate  in  our  youth  the  apprecia- 
tion of  the  beautiful.  They  form  a  fitting  background  for  the  most 
intimate  youthful  associations. 

The  present  emphasis  on  nutrition  gives  the  family  vegetable  garden 
a  more  important  status  than  ever  before.  This  is  an  opportunity  for  the 
Grange  to  sponsor  programs  dealing  with  the  production  of  an  adequate 
supply  of  a  large  variety  of  home  grown  vegetables  to  use  fresh,  to  store, 
to  can,  and  to  dry  for  family  use  in  1942. 

We  recommend  the  use  of  the  Extension  Service  which  is  free  for 
the  asking  through  your  County  Agent. 

Finally,  we  would  recommend  that  our  Grange  members  give  more 
thought  to  Horticulture  and  in  the  future  present  resolutions  which  should 
result  in  greater  service  to  our  members.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION 

For  the  past  number  of  years  our  thinking  people  have  realized  that 
the  world  is  in  the  throes  of  a  great  social  and  economic  upheaval.  In 
country  after  country  this  upsurge  has  become  more  and  more  intense  until 
finally  it  has  burst  forth  in  unrestrained  violence  and  war.  The  fire  of 
war  has  now  engulfed  our  nation.  We  are  called  to  bend  every  effort  to 
subdue  this  conflagration.  The  task  of  extinguishing  the  flames  of  hate 
and  the  building  of  peace  will  not  be  easy  nor  of  short  duration.  Sacrifices, 
deep,  heartrending,  agonizing,  of  those  dearer  and  nearer  than  life  itself 
will  be  demanded.  In  such  a  time  it  behooves  every  thinking  person 
created  in  the  image  of  the  all  wise  and  ever  generous  Creator  to  seek 
His  divine  guidance.  We  must  pray,  not  as  in  the  last  war  thaft  God  will 
be  on  our  side  and  blast  our  enemies,  but  rather  that  we  may  be  on  God's 
side,  acting  and  building  according  to  His  divine  will  of  love.  Only  thus 
can  we  become  more  than  conquerors  and  to  such  a  preparation  do  we  call 
our  people. 

But  while  defending  our  country  from  the  attacks  of  power  crazed 
dictators  with  their  totalitarian  governments,  we  must  not  overlook  the 
danger  from  within.  In  our  crushing  of  isms  abroad,  let  us  beware  lest  we 
use  the  very  methods  of  that  force  we  are  fighting  and  when  the  smoke  of 
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battle  clears  find  that  we  have  become  the  frankenstein  monster  we  sought 
to  uproot  and  destroy. 

Among  the  first  symptoms  of  the  presence  of  this  monster  in  our 
midst  is  the  strangling  of  our  fredoms  of  religion,  free  speech,  radio  and  the 
press,  the  chief  agencies  by  which  an  intelligent  and  loyal  citizenry  can 
be  kept  informed.  Only  when  in  possession  of  the  truth  can  the  peoplle 
and  their  legislative  representatives  in  a  government  such  as  ours  make 
a  correct  decision  on  the  vital  and  far  reaching  issues  before  our  republic. 

As  specific  instances  of  this  tendency  in  our  very  midst,  we  would  call 
attention  to  the  fact  that  our  people  were  not  and  have  not  been  informed 
of  the  terms  submitted  to  Japan  or  in  turn  submitted  by  Japan  to  our 
government  before  the  outbreak  of  hostilities.  Neither  was  our  press  or 
Congress  informed  of  the  agreements  and  commitments  entered  into  by  our 
government  and  Great  Britain  until  some  of  them  were  announced  by  the 
press  of  England.  It  cannot  be  argued  that  to  inform  our  people  would  be 
divulging  information  of  value  to  powers  opposed  to  us.  Foreign  powers 
through  their  secret  agents  knew,  were  prepared  for,  and  announced  to  the 
world  our  moves  before  our  people  were  aware  that  such  moves  were  con 
templated.  This  is  a  return  to  the  old  method  of  secret  diplomacy  and 
agreements  entered  into  during  the  last  war  which  defeated  the  efforts 
at  the  peiace  table.  It  is  the  method  now  employed  by  the  dictators  with 
their  enslaved  peoples. 

Yet  another  example  appears  in  the  recent  attempts  to  regiment  and 
muzzle  our  clergy,  first  by  supplying  them  with  printed  sermons  pre- 
pared by  a  government  controlled  agency  which  would  put  the  clergy  in 
the  position  of  blessing  war  and  becoming  ambassadors  of  hate  instead 
of  love.  A  second  and  yet  more  flagrant  invasion  of  the  freedom  of  speech 
of  the  church  appeared  when  a  commandant  of  a  large  training  camp  for 
draftees  notified  a  pastor  that  two  plainclothesmen  would  be  in  his 
audience  on  a  certain  Sunday  and  that  if  any  part  of  his  sermon  did 
not  meet  with  his,  the  commandant's  approval,  the  soldiers  would  be 
debarred  from  attending  his  church.  This  was  while  the  nation  was  at 
peace.  What  now  may  we  expect  when  war  has  actually  been  declared? 
Verily  we  need  to  guard  our  great  freedoms  lest  our  government  of  and 
by  the  people  become  prostituted  to  absolutism  against  which  our  fore- 
fathers adopted  the  bill  of  rights  and  against  which  we  now  wage  war. 

The  invasion  of  our  educational  system  by  the  federal  authorities 
inveighed  against  in  our  report  of  last  year  needs  reiteration.  Duplication 
and  control  of  education  by  the  federal  government  is  not  only  contrary 
to  our  constitution  and  wrong  in  principle  but  in  the  present  situation  when 
expenditures  for  defense  run  into  billions,  is  both  wasteful  and  an  unneces- 
sary load  upon  our  taxpayers.  For  these  reasons  we  join  with  the  Nat- 
ional Educational  Association  in  demanding  the  abandonment  of  appropria- 
tions to  N.  Y.  A.  and  C.  C.  C.  projects.  With  the  induction  of  thousands  of 
our  young  men  into  the  army  and  yet  other  thousands  into  vital  defense 
industries,  the  decreased  enrollment  in  our  schools,  colleges,  and  universities 
will  enable  these  institutions  to  handle  the  training  of  these  young  people 
at  a  minimum  cost. 

But  while  demanding  economy  and  the  avoidance  of  duplication  in 
education,  we  must  ever  be  on  guard  that  in  the  days  just  ahead  when 
taxes  will  really  hurt,  we  do  not  by  a  false  economy  fail  to  provide  for  the 
fundamental  and  basic  education  of  our  youth  and  citizens.  Only  by  having 
an  intelligent,  loyal  and  mortally  sound  citizenry  can  a  democratic  form  of 
government  hope  to  survive. 
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In  this  time  of  great  national  peril,  while  insisting  upon  economy  in 
government  and  defense  expenditures,  it  would  be  inconsistent  for  our  farm 
people  to  keep  on  demanding  aid  from  our  government.  Hence  we  urge  the 
abandonment  of  the  vast  appropriations  to  the  present  wide  flung  duplicat- 
ing federal  agencies  and  the  subsidies  paid  to  agriculture  or  any  other 
industry. 

The  extension  service  so  well  established  and  seasoned  by  reason  of 
its  effective  work  in  the  last  war  when  it  put  across  the  greatest  food 
production  programs,  liberty  loans,  and  other  patriotic  efforts,  all  with  the 
aid  of  volunteer  and  unpaid  helpers,  is  in  a  position  to  render  the  most 
effective  and  economical  service  for  agriculture  in  the  present  crisis. 

To  support  a  host  of  paid  organizers  or  to  expend  millions  in  this  time 
of  national  emergency  on  agricultural  conservation,  which  could  be  and 
should  be  expended  for  the  conservation  of  that  more  important  resource, 
the  lives  of  our  young  men,  is  not  only  criminal  but  may  place  our  farm 
people  in  a  false  light  when  the  history  of  these  troublous  times  is 
written. 

As  stated  before  our  Pennsylvania  Agricultural  Extension  Service,  so 
well  established  and  enjoying  the  confidence  of  not  only  our  rural  folk  but 
of  all  the  people,  is  now  in  a  strategic  position  by  virtue  of  its  more  than 
a  quarter  of  a  century  of  experience,  to  render  yeoman  service  in  this 
period  of  crisis.  Nothing  should  be  done  which  might  impair  its  effective- 
ness or  lower  the  morale.  For  this  reason  and  because  it  would  centralize 
control  of  power  and  make  possible  the  imposing  of  programs  from  above 
rather  than  permit  the  people  of  each  community  to  formulate  and  carry 
out  their  own  programs,  as  they  have  demonstrated  their  ability  to  do  in 
both  war  and  peace,  your  committee  recommends  that  we  as  a  body  go  on 
record  as  opposing  this  proposed  plan  of  reorganization. 

We  recognize  the  mission  of  the  Grange  to  teach.  Indeed,  our  organ- 
ization has  been  called  "a  school  out  of  school".  But  before  we  can  teach, 
it  is  necessary  that  we  ourselves  know  whereof  we  speak.  In  our  dis- 
cussion of  education,  we  must  not  forget  the  duty  to  educate  ourselves. 
It  is  essential  that  Grangers  study  our  Declaration  of  Purposes  and  the 
principles  of  our  noble  Fraternity  in  order  that  these  truths  may  be 
carried  by  you  to  all  the  people  who  need  them. 

The  Worthy  Secretary  in  his  report  informed  us  that  our  membership 
is  decreasing.  This  is  a  challenge  to  us.  It  is  decreasing  not  because  there 
is  no  work  to  do  or  not  because  our  principles  are  out  of  date,  but 
because  we  members  of  the  Grange  have  too  often  forgotten  the  lessons 
we  learned  many  years  ago.  Constant  renewal  of  our  faith  in  the  Grange 
and  constant  application  of  our  ideals  to  current  problems  keep  our 
Grange  always  young.  We  commend  to  you  this  goal  of  self-education, 
which  is  the  first  step  in  the  spreading  of  the  faith  to  many  new  homes. 

Today,  with  our  nation  at  war,  one  problem  immediately  confronting 
our  country  is  the  question  of  what  we  shall  do  to  win  the  peace.  Worthy 
National  Master  Taber  ably  considered  this  problem  of  post-war  economy 
in  his  address  before  the  National  Grange  on  November  12,  194L  He  said, 
"When  this  struggle  ultimately  ends,  the  transition  from  defense  and  war- 
time economy  to  a  period  of  peace  adjustment  throughout  the  world,  will 
bring  dislocations,  depression,  unemployment,  and  turmoil".  He  recom- 
mended in  his  address  of  that  date  that  a  Congressional  Committee  be  ap- 
pointed to  make  a  careful  study  of  the  essential  steps  necessary  to  protect 
the  interests  of  all  our  people  after  the  war  is  over. 
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In  accord  with  this  suggestion  your  committee  recommends  that  this 
Pennsylvania  State  Grange  establish  a  special  committee  to  make  a  study 
of  post-war  economy  and  report  to  the  next  session  of  this  body;  also,  to 
lead  Subordinate  and  Pomona  Granges  during  the  year  in  the  study  of  this 
pressing  problem.  It  is  hoped  that  in  this  way  the  sound  principles  of  the 
Grange  may  be  brought  to  bear  more  effectively  on  the  future  economy  of 
the   nation. 

In  conclusion  we  commend  to  all  patrons  the  constant  and  unfailing 
adherence  to  and  practice  of  those  great  foundation  principles  common 
to  Christianity,  democracy,  and  the  Grange,  i.e.,  the  Fatherhood  of  God  and 
the  Brotherhood  of  Man.  May  we  exercise  our  faith,  hope,  and  love  even 
under  the  stress  of  war  when  hate  becomes  rampant.

Whereas,  there  is  great  need  to  develop  a  high  moral  tone  in  the  life 
of  America  in  these  days  of  confusion,  therefore 

Be  it  Resolved,  that  this  grange  recommend  and  work  for  the  inclusion 
in  our  school  system,  the  continuation  of  daily  prayer  and  reading  of  the 
Scripture  in  a  non-sectarian  manner. 

Approved  with  the  further  recommendation  that  our  Patrons  study 
the  plans  of  religious  instruction  in  Pittsburgh  and  various  other  cities  of 
Pennsylvania  and  neighboring  states  where  the  children  are  excused  at 
set  periods  to  go  to  the  Church  of  their  preference  for  organized  instruc- 
tion in  religion.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  GOOD  OF  THE  ORDER 

We  feel  as  the  committee  on  the  Good  of  the  Order  that  there  are 
many  thihgs  we  might  suggest  that  would  be  helpful  in  advancing  the 
interests  of  our  Order.    However,  we  do  not  presume  to  know  what  is  the 
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wisest  thing  to  do  in  many  of  the  great  problems  that  confront  us  in  this 
day. 

First,  we  would  urge  that  all  Grange  meetings,  in  every  degree  of  our 
Order,  should  begin  on  time,  or  as  nearly  so  as  is  humanly  possible. 

Second,  that  we  encourage  all  the  officers  to  strive  to  have  their  parts 
in  both  the  opening  and  closing  the  Grange,  as  well  as  the  Degree  work, 
committed  to  memory. 

Third,  see  that  the  business  of  the  Grange  is  done  in  a  businesslike 
manner,  using  only  the  time  absolutely  necessary,  yet  never  failing  to  give 
the  members  time  to  fully  discuss  the  questions  so  vital  to  the  organization.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  AGRICULTURE 

We,  the  committee  on  Agriculture  beg  to  submit  the  following  report: 

Taxation 

There  is  no  excuse  for  continuing  the  great  load  of  taxation  on  real 
estate.  Long  ago  this  taxation  should  have  been  placed  on  incomes,  in- 
heritance, sales,  and  excess  profits,  where  the  tax  is  collected  from  those 
who  have  had  an  income,  excess  profit  or  had  received  an  inheritance 
or  benefit  for  the  money  expended. 

Farm  Help 

In  the  present  emergency,  if  the  farmer  is  to  produce  enough  food  to 
supply  and  army,  the  folks  at  home,  and  our  allies  abroad,  it  is  necessary 
to  have  more  help.  We  believe,  therefore,  that  farm  labor  ought  to  be 
exempted  from  military  service  so  long  as  it  is  employed  in  the  production 
of  food. 

Production 

Our  government  has  asked  that  we  as  farmers  increase  the  production 
of  milk,  pork,  and  eggs.  We  believe  that  there  are  enough  cows  and 
hens  in  Pennsylvania  to  produce  the  quantities  desired,  and  we  recommend 
that  these  be  given  the  necessary  care  and  management  that  would  in- 
crease the  production  to  the  amount  desired. 

We  also  believe  that  by  so  doing  the  cost  of  production  will  be  lowered 
and  a  larger  labor  income  will  accrue  to  the  owner.

We  further  recommend  that  farmers  do  all  within  their  power  to 
reduce  cost  of  production  of  farm  crops  by  the  use  of  better  varieties  and 
by  proper  fertilization  and  care  of  them. 

Marketing 

Treaties  have  been  made  with  other  nations  by  which  food  products 
are  brought  into  the  country  in  exchange  for  industrial  products.  Certainly 
the  farmer  should  have  the  home  market  for  the  things  he  can  produce. 
It  is  impossible  to  protect  the  farmer  with  an  import  duty  on  the  staples, 
and  yet  we  have  for  the  last  quarter  of  a  century  been  refused  an  export 
bounty  which  would  protect  the  farmei  as  the  import  duty  protects 
industry. 

Research 

We  believe  that  agricultural  research  rightfully  belongs  in  the  School 
of  Agriculture  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  College,  and  we  recommend  that 
research  work  in  crops^  livestock,  poultry,  fruit,  vegetables  and  flowers  be 
continued,  and  that  additional  money  appropriated  by  our  State  Legislature 
for  such  work  would  pay  big  dividends. 

Conservation 

We  believe  that  conservation  of  our  natural  resources  should  benefit 
the  present  generation  as  well  as  the  future  and  urge  that  our  farmers  be 
encouraged  to  carry  out  farming  practice  which  will  be  to  his  advantage. 
We  also  recommend  that  our  forests  be  conserved  in  such  a  way  that  trees 
be  replanted  to  replace  those  which  are  removed.  We,  however,  are  op- 
posed to  having  the  management  of  woodlots  and  forests  placed  under  the 
control  of  the  Federal  Government. 

Agricultural   Education 

Since  the  farm  youths  of  today  will  be  the  farmers  and  farm  women 
of  tomorrow,  we  believe  that  their  education  through  4-H  Clubs,  voca- 
tional departments  of  agriculture  and  home  economics  should  be  encour- 
aged and  supported.  We  also  believe  the  Agricultural  Extension  Service 
is  doing  a  good  work  and  should  be  continued  as  it  is. 

Defense 

In  these  trying  times  we  recommend  that  every  member  of  the  Grange 
in  Pennsylvania  make  an  effort  to  carry  out  our  government's  request  to 
do  his  or  her  part  in  helping  to  win  the  war.  If  food  will  win  the  war, 
then  our  government  ought  to  find  us  ready  and  willing  to  do  that  for 
which  we  are  best  suited. 

To  his  credit  be  it  said  that  though  he  works  for  the  smallest  wage 
of  almost  any  operator  in  any  line,  he  is  standing  true  without  threat  of 
strike  to  his  task,  and  will  render  in  this  emergency  the  fine  service  he 
has  always  performed  for  the  nation  as  a  whole.

Resolution   No.   25 — Presented  by   Westmoreland  County   Pomona  Grange 

We,  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  Pomona  Grange,  No.  38,  of  West- 
moreland County,  believing  that  in  our  democracy  every  farmer  has  a  right 
to  grow  and  sell  on  his  own  farm  whatsoever  he  pleases  and  believing 
that  the  Provisions  of  the  Federal  Wheat  Marketing  Quotas  are  incon- 
sistent, unfair  and  illogical  and  that  words  and  performances  do  not  coin- 
cide, present  the  following  resolution  for  your  consideration: 

Whereas,  the  cost  of  commercial  feeds  is  rising  rapidly  and  there  has 
been  an  advance  of  forty  per  cent  in  some  feeds  since  June,  and  the  so- 
called  excess  wheat  is  a  basic  poultry  and  hog  feed  in  the  eastern  region, 
where  the  growing  of  wheat  is  necessary  to  provide  straw  for  dairy  herds 
and  humus  for  the  soil  and, 

Whereas,  One  of  the  economists  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
explained  that  after  the  fine  is  paid  on  the  so-called  excess  wheat  the 
farmer  may  feed  or  sell  it,  however,  what  the  economists  fail  to  see  is 
that  the  farmer  has  lost  all  opportunity  for  profit  on  wheat  for  which  he 
the  opportunity  of  contributing  labor  for  the  production  of  products  at  a 
pays  a  fine  of  forty-nine  cents  a  bushel,  and  he  is  not  likely  to  cherish 
loss,  for  if  the  fine  must  be  paid  and  the  loss  incurred  it  will  generally  be 
done  by  making  the  necessary  loan  and  letting  the  government  carry  the 
wheat  which  of  course  increases  the  existing  surplus,  but  it  is  just  what 
the  program  has  been  doing  since  its  inception,  and 

Whereas,  The  1942  production  goals  for  agriculture  call  for  more 
dairy  and  poultry  products,  hogs,  vegetables  and  the  like  which  products 
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are  needed  now  if  food  will  win  the  war,  and  corn  and  feed  grains  planted 
in  1942  will  not  be  available  for  another  year,  and 

Whereas,  The  dairy  herds  cannot  be  increased  appreciably  in  size  for 
two  years,  it  therefore  becomes  apparent  that  increase  in  dairy  production, 
hogs  and  poultry  must  result  from  better  feeding  which  will  not  happen 
if  the  production-feed  ratio  is  unfavorable  and  the  rapidly  advancing  costs 
of  feeds  compared  to  the  more  slowly  advancing  price  the  farmer  is  receiv- 
ing for  his  products  will  tend  to  reduce  production  rather  than  increase 
it,  and 

Whereas,  The  wheat  growers  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  east  in  general, 
have  on  hand  a  feed  which  is  largely  the  product  of  the  family  sized  farm 
and  the  production  costs  are  negligible  because  the  wheat  was  planted  by 
the  operator  without  incurring  many  additional  costs  for  labor  and  is 
therefore  an  economical  feed  and  any  philosophy  which  denies  him  the 
right  to  dispose  of  products  of  his  own  labor  and  soil  as  he  sees  fit  is 
alien  to  our  conception  of  democracy,  and 

Whereas,  We  contend  that  the  wheat  marketing  quotas  imposed  on 
the  1941  crop  are  unfair  because  the  rules  where  changed  after  the  crop 
was  planted,  and  it  is  not  fair  to  make  the  farmer  pay  for  a  lack  of  fore- 
sight by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  in  not  warning  the  farmer  before 
he  planted  the  crop  in  1940  that  the  penalty  provisions  would  be  changed, 
and  such  penalties  imposed  after  the  crop  is  planted  could  only  be  puni- 
tive and  not  regulatory,  also  that  the  program  has  become  a  compulsory 
compliance  program  instead  of  a  voluntary  one,  and 

Whereas,  The  Wheat  Marketing  Quota  Act  is  illogical  because  it  does 
not  take  into  account  any  natural  differences  which  change  the  problems 
in  various  areas,  in  that  the  Pennsylvania  and  eastern  wheat  grower  is 
faced  with  an  entirely  different  problem  than  that  of  the  western  grower; 
but  the  Secretary  maintained  that  the  program  could  not  be  made  so  that 
one  section  could  feed  its  wheat  and  another  not,  then  we  ask,  why  not 
permit  every  grower  to  feed  his  so-called  excess  wheat?  Is  not  the  pur- 
pose of  the  program  to  reduce  surplus?  But  the  Secretary  said  that  to 
permit  the  wheat  to  be  fed  would  destroy  the  program.  Again  we  ask. 
Is  the  program  the  important  thing?  Must  the  wheat  grower  be  made 
to  fit  the  program  rather  than  the  program  fit  the  farmer?  and 

Whereas,  Knowing  that  God  did  not  make  conditions  uniform  every- 
where and  any  program  that  disregards  natural  differences  is  a  failure, 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  having  recognized  the  importance  of  these 
natural  differences  in  its  1942  production  goal  program,  the  country  being 
divided  into  four  vast  areas  with  varying  percentages  allotted  to  different 
groups,  thus  the  northeast  area  of  which  Pennsylvania  is  a  part  is  allotted 
a  five  per  cent  increase  for  1942  in  dairy  products,  while  the  western  region 
is  asked  to  produce  ten  per  cent  more  in  1942  and  similar  distinctions 
being  made  for  all  other  commodities,  thus  it  is  illogical  to  assume  that 
the  wheat  farmer  must  be  controlled  without  regional  distinction:  There- 
fore 

Be  It  Resolved,  That  if  approved  by  this  Pomona  Grange  that  the 
original  or  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  forwarded  to  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Grange  for  further  action,  seeking  to  have  such  regulations  nullified 
in  this  State  of  Pennsylvania.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  COOPERATION 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  cooperation,  we  feel  is  too  often  re- 
garded as  a  perfunctory  matter — only  a  formality.  In  reality  we  believe 
cooperation  should  occupy  a  very  prominent  place  in  the  thinking  of  all 
Americans  at  the  present  time.  In  view  of  the  existing  conditions,  this 
is  especially  needful. 

Our  Worthy  Master  in  his  annual  address  spoke  of  fraternity  as  a 
necessary  factor  for  the  continued  existence  of  the  Grange.  Without  coop- 
eration there  can  be  no  real  and  lasting  brotherhood  in  our  Grange  or  in 
our  nation.  The  Grange  has  promoted  many  cooperative  movements:  the 
National  Grange  Mutual  Liability  Insurance  Company,  the  Grange  Mutual 
Fire  Insurance  Companies,  the  Farmers  and  Traders  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany, and  the  Keystone  Grange  Exchange.  The  value  of  these  cannot  be 
estimated,  for  not  only  have  the  users  of  these  cooperatives  had  the  advan- 
tage of  better  prices,  but  others  have  benefitted  because  competitors  of 
these  companies  have  been  forced  to  lower  their  prices. 

Too  often,  however,  cooperation  is  thought  of  from  a  commercial  view- 
point only.  In  addition  to  this  angle,  cooperation  includes  working  together 
for  a  better  spiritual  and  social  life  in  our  communities  through  all  pos- 
sible channels — homes,  schools,  churches,  boys*  and  girls'  clubs,  and  many 
others.  Beyond  our  communities,  cooperation  involves  the  support  of  many 
county,  state,  and  national  activities  for  the  common  good.  In  our  nation 
was  recently  set  an  example  of  unity  and  cooperation  worthy  of  emula- 
tion by  every  individual,  and  every  organization,  when  the  Isolationists, 
the  America  First  Committee,  labor  and  other  groups  stepped  close  to 
our  National  government,  thus  making  a  secure  enclosure  from  which  to 
defend  against  the  enemy  which  has  attacked  so  violently  and  so  maliciously. 

To  be  more  concrete,  every  Granger  can,  by  putting  his  trust  in  God 
and  not  in  self,  by  being  calm  and  not  hysterical,  by  keeping  informed  on 
facts  and  not  jumping  to  conclusions,  lead  the  way  for  others  in  these  dark 
and  troubled  days.  For  down  this  road  of  cooperation  with  others  in  our 
communities,  with  other  organizations  and  groups,  with  our  government 
and  our  sister  nations,  lies  prosperity,  happiness,  and  peace  for  all.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  POMONA  GRANGES
